ffiSglf^  Y  propofed  fecond  Vifit,  upon  fecond 
;i)v|  Thoughts,  I  chule  to  make  you  thus  ; 
and  herein  obferve  as  followeth.  A 
Per  [on  is  an  intelligent  Being  :  It  15  true 
of  all.  Created  Perfons  are  different 
Subitauces  from  one  another,  or  elfe  would  be  the 
ferae  Being  with  one  another.  The  uncreated  Per- 
fons are  the  lame  Subftance  one  with  the  other,  or 
elie  they  would  be  different  Beings,  that  is,  different 
Gods.  The  uncreated  Perfons  are  not  to  be  measu- 
red by  created  Ones  \  but  to  be  believed  up.m  Scrip- 
ture, as  God  is  }  who  notwithftanding  is  ftill  incom-

Miff  on  from  Christ  our  Saviour  to  preach  the  Gof- 
pel,  is  indifpenfibly  necelfary  for  the  Preachers  of 
it.  Setl-Preachcrs,  in  Faith  and  Doctrine  contradi- 
cting one  another,  can  have  no  fuch  Million.  It  is 
a  fa  lie  Manifefiation,  or  Commendation  of  Million 
pretended  by  you  in  the  Confcience.  We  are  to  pray 
the  Lord  of  the  Harveft,  that  he  would  fend  forth  La-* 
bourers  into  his  Harvefl  •  not  that  they  Ihould  fend 
themfelves.  God  is  not  the  Author  of  Confufion, 
Matt.  vii.  15.  ix.  38.  xxii.  3,4.  xxviii,  19,20. 
Luke  ik.  1,2.  x.  2.  3.  xiv.  17.  John  xiii.  20.  Rom. 
X.  15.     1  Cor.  xiv.  33. 

Baptifm,  with  Water,  is  a  Gofpel-Sacrament,  or 
covenantary  Engagement,  the  InfKtution  of  Jefus 
Christy  Matt,  xxviii.  1 9.  Minifters  fent  by  him  to 
preach  the  Gofpel,  are  lent  alfo  to  baptize,  with  Pro- 
mile  of  Chrilt's  being  with  them  in  it,  unto  the  End 
of  theWcrldy  Matt,  xxviii.  19,  20.  It  is  falfe,  that 
Baptifm  is  Faith,  by  the  Miniftry  of  the  Word,  with- 
out Water, Mark  xvi.  16.  j4ttsvu\.\2.  Minifters 
can  baptize  only  with  Water.  Neither  they  nor  the 
Baptized  have  the  Spirit  in  their  Power,  to  give  or  to 
acquire.  Baptifm  is  for  the  Remiflion  of  Sins,  Mark 
i.  4.  jttls  n-  38.  xxii.  \6.  He  that  thro' Contempt 
or  Negligence  is  not  baptized,  ihall  not  be  faved , 
nay,  he >' Jhall  be  damned,  Mark  xvi.  16.  becaufe  he 
believeth  not}  belie veth  not  the  Golpel,  nor  our 
Saviour  concerning  it,  in  this  plain  and  necelfary 
Point  thereof.  Christ  is  the  Door,  and  Baptifm  the 
Entry  by  that  Door,  into  the  Chriftian  Fold,  John 
:x.  9.  He  that  climbeth  up  another  Way,  is  a  Thief 
and  a  Robber,  ver.  1 .  No  fuch  Thief  can  have  the 
Spirit  of  God,  nor  therefore  an  Accefs  by  that  Spirit 
unto  the  Father,  or  be  of  his  Houjlwld,  Eph.  ii.  18,  19. 
Baptifm  is  a  Riohteoufnefs  to  be  fulfilled  by  All ;  Our 
Saviour  himfelf  fulfilled  it,  and  thereby  fan&ified 
Baptifm  with  Water,  Matt.  iii.  15.  Except  a  Man  be 
bom  again  of  it,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
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John  Hi.  5.     It  is  anew  Birth  therefore  •,  Death  un- 
to Sin,  and  a  new  Birth  unto  Righteoufnefs,  not  to 
be  obtained  in  the  Contempt  of  it,  Rom.  vi.  3,  4. 
St.  Paul  has  preached  it  in  all  his  Epiftles  •   to  the 
Romans ,  Corinthians,  Ephefians,  Galatians,  Colojfians,   Co- 
rinthians,  to  Titus,  to'the  Hebrews,  expreily   in  moft 
Places,  and  every  where  plain  enough  ;   and  in  the 
reft  of  them  consequently,  as  he  preached  the  Gof- 
pel  in  them,  of  which  this  Sacrament  is  a  chief  Part. 
He  baptized  alfo,  though  not  fent  peculiarly  fo  to 
dohimielf,  1  Co/-,  i.  14,  16.     Baptifm  was  not  excu- 
fed?  or  omitted,  for  the  Holy  Ghost's  being  already 
given,  even  in  the  miraculous  Operations  of  it,  Acls 
ix.  17.   x.  47.     Baptiiin  is  theCounfel  of  God7  Luke 
vii.  30,  for    our  Salvation  :  John's    was  fb  •,    much 
more  then  is  Christ's  fo.They  that  reje&  it,  reject  the 
Counfel  of  God  against  themfelves.     Children  are  to 
be  baptized,    becaufe  they  are  innocent ;   without 
Sin,  actually  jTommitted  by  them  -,   without  Fault 
before  God,  Rev.  xiv.  5.  and  are  not  to  bear  the  Ini- 
quities of  their  Fathers,  Ez,ek.  xviii.  20.     They  are 
contained  in  the  Covenants  and  Promifes  with  their 
Fathers,  Acts  iii.  25.    Rom.  ix.  4,  5.     They  are/w/y, 
i  Cor.  vii.  T4.  They  are  beloved,  bleifed,  faved,  or  to 
be  faved  -^for  offuch  is  the  Kingdom  of  God,  Mark  x.14. 
IVhofoever  jliall  not  receive  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
Child,  he  frail  not  enter  therein,   faith  out  Saviour,  ver. 
1%.     He  took  them  up  in  his  Arms,  put  his  Hands  upon 
them,  and  blejfed  them,  ver.  1 6,    They  are  bleifed  then  • 
yea,  and  fhall  be  bleifed.     And  could  we  all  but  die 
Children,  at  an  hundred  Years  old,  or  when'er  we 
die,  we  mould  all  be  bleffed.     What  doth  hinder  then 
to  be  baptised  ?  Atls   viii.   35.  ^ti^».     Rantiz.0,  is  to 
fprinkle,  not  to  dip  :    Baptize  is  both  to  dip  and 
fprinkle,  or  yet,  to  wain.     Baptifm  anfvvereth  to 
Circumcifion,  Coloff.  ii.  11,  12.     It  is  a  Covenant  of 
like  Nature  with  it.     Males  only  were  circumcifed, 
becaufe  Generation  is  afcribed  to  the  Man,  die  A- 
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gent  of  it.  Nor  is  the  Woman  formed  for  a  like 
AbfciiTion,  or  proper  covenanted  Mark.  But  there 
is  neither  Male  nor  Female,  but  all  one  in  Chrift  J  ejus,  GaL 
iii.  28. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord'' s  Suffer  was  our  Lord's  own 
Institution,  by  the  Teftimony  6f  three  Evangelists, 
and  of  St. Paul,  1  Cor.  xi.  24,  25.  to  whom  the  Know- 
ledge of  it  was  revealed  after  Chrift's  Afcenfion,  Gal. 
i.  12.  1  Cor.  xi.  23.  and  therefore  in  order  to  the 
further  confirming  the  Obfervation  of  this  Sacra- 
ment by  his  preaching  of  it.  It  was  yiftituted  at  the 
eating  of  the  Tajfover  •  not  as  belonging  to  it  :  As 
they  had  eaten  the  Lift  of  it,  concluded  that  Meal } 
not  as  having  it  yet  to  eat :  So  at,  and  in  eating  it, 
that  it  was  at  the  End  thereof,  and  after  it.  The 
Cuf  is  exprefly  faid  to  be  taken  and  given  after  Sup- 
per, Lwfoxxii.  20.  1  Cor.  xi.  25.  The  Bread  and 
Cup  were  both  bleffed,  or,  as  that  is  alfo  other  wife 
exprefTed,  Thanks  was  given,  upon  the  giving  and 
taking  of  them  \  which  is  not  done  in  the  Middle 
of  a  Meal,  but  the  Beginning  of  it.  Nor  was  Wine 
commanded  or  accuftomed,  furely,  at  the  eating  of 
the  Pailbver  :  It  had  not  fluted  very  well  with  bitter 
Herbs.  That  Ceremony  had  its  own  proper  Ordi- 
nances, not  admiflive  of  theie  new  ones.  Error 
therefore,  and  Malice  both,  it  is,  to  objeft  againft 
this  Sacrament,  that  the  Bread  and  Wine  related 
to  the  Taffover.  Whereas  the  fafchal  Lamb  was,  in  the 
Type,  the  Lamb  of  God  to  come,  and  iuffer  for  us, 
to  our  Deliverance  everlaftingly,  fignified,  and  to 
be  Signified  by  the  eating  of  that  Lamb  till  he  was 
fb  come,  and  had  fb  fullered  ^  upon  this  Coming  and 
fuffering,  that  typical  Signification  had  an  End  \  and 
Bread  was  given  to  fucceed  it,  for,  and  as,  Chrift/s 
Body  'actually  crucified,  andf#7we  as  his  Blood  fhed 
for  us  ',  to  be  eaten  and  fed  upon,  by  the  Mouth 
and  Heart,  in  Remembrance  of  his  Death,  and  to 
the  fliewing  forth  of  it,  till  he  come  ;  come  to  judge 
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the  Quick  and  Dead :   Not  till  he  come,  as  your* 
w  i  11  have  itj  in  the  Heart :  For  till  he  be  fo  come,  par- 
takihg  of  this  Bread  and  Wine   is  not  allowed^  as 
unworthy  eating;  and   drinking  of  it.     See  for  this 
i  Cor.  xi.  27,  &c.  If  any  Man  eat  of  this  Bread,  heJhaJi 
live  for  ever  :  Except  ye  eat  the  Fleflj  of  the  Son  of  Many 
and  drink  his  Blood,  ye  have  no  Life  in  you,  John  vi.  51, 
53.     Communion  with  Chrisl  and  with  one  another,  is 
only  by  this  Means.    The  Cup  of  Bleffmg  which  we  blefsy 
is  it  not  the  Communion  of  the  Blood  of  Chrifi  t  The  Bread 
which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  Communion  of  the  Body  of 
Chrifi  ?  Sec.  1  Cor.  x.  16.  He  is  caft  forth  as  a  Branchy 
and  is  withered,  that  is  not  of  Chrift's  Body  ;   to  be 
caft  into  the  Fire,  and  burnt,  that  abideth  not  in  him, 
John  xv.  6.    We  have  Examples  of  this  eating  and 
drinking,  called  then  breaking  of  Bread,  Atts  ii.  46". 
xx.  7.    Early  Abufes  of  it,  and  Corrections  of  them 
we  find  alio,  which  fhews  further  this  breaking  of 
Bread  obferved,  1  Cor.  xi.  2o,i\,&u.  27,29.     Ex- 
prefs  Commands  for  eating  this  the  Lord's  Supper 
we  have  yet  again,  ver.  28.     Directions  alfo  and 
Cautions,  ver.  33,  34.  and  ch.  x.   16,  21.     If  then 
the  Celebration  of  this   Supper  be  an  Error,   it 
muft  be  with  Safety  ;  as  Error  in  rejecting  of  it,  to 
Damnation. 

Sinlefs  Nature  is  a  finful  Pretention  in  any  Man. 
It  gives  Scripture  the  Lye,  Job  ix.  20.  xv.  14.  xxvi. 
4,  5,  6.     Pfali  xxxii.  1,  2,  5.   Prov.  xx.  9.    xxviii.  13. 
1  John  i.  8,  9,  10.  ii.  1,2.     It  cafts  out  the  Duty  of 
Repentance  :  For  there  can  be  no  Repentance  where 
there  is  no  Sin,  nothing  to  repent  of.     It  throws  out 
Prayer.     For  there  is  nothing  to  be  pray'd  for,  that 
can  be  wanting,  where  is  no  Sin.     Ic  excludes  a  So- 
'v'our  :  For  there  can  be  no  Saviour,  where  there  is 
no  Sin.     Kay,  it  contradi&s  the  Keceility  of  dying  : 
For  there  is  no  dying  but  for  Sin    SinlefTnefs  of  Na- 
ture therefore  is  a  falfe,  lying,  inexcufable  Preten- 
fion, the  moft  manifeft  and  certain  Sin  -,  every  Man's 

own 


own  Conference  proving  it  fb  to  be.     It  is  the  ut- 
moft  Degree  of  Vanity,  Pride,  Haughtinefs,  and  Ar- 
rogancy,  even  fpiritual  Pride,  abominated  of  God, 
Tfal.  xii.  3.     xXxi.  32.    ci.  5.    Prov.  vi.  16.    xvi.   5, 
Xxi.  4.     If.  lvii.  15.     yk£z*t.  xviii.  4.     Jvz^j  iv.    6. 
1  Pet.  v.  5,  6.     Righteous,  ^  &<?  is  righteous  y  1  John  3. 
is  righteous  imputatively,  in  his  Righteoulhe fs,  not 
our  own.     Sinneth  not,  doth  not  commit  Siny  cannot  Siny 
renewed  in  the  Spirit  of  the  Mind,  Newnefs  of  Life,  &c. 
fignifieth  renouncing  Sin,  withstanding  it,  ftriving, 
fighting  againft  it,    not  fuffering  it  to   reign,  to 
have  Dominion  Over  us,  not  ferving  it,  &c.    And  to 
this  End  we  have  Realbn  to  beg  God's  A/fiftance, 
and  pray,  what  you  deride,  Grant  that  this  Day  we 
fall  into  no  Sin :  Whereby  it   is  not  meant  that  he 
would  change  our  Nature,  into  (inlefsy  which  we  are 
not  commiiftoned  to  pray  for  -f  but  that  he  would 
defend  us  againft  the  Temptations,  and  afrual  Mis- 
carriages, that  of  our  felves  we  are  not  able,  in  the 
irremediable  Sinfulnefs  of  it,  to  withftand.     No  Sin 
Ihould  be  fallen  into  :    That  we  fall  into  no  Sin  then, 
may  be  a  good  Petition.  You  would  not  fay,  that  you 
were  your  felf  without  Sin-,  and,  indeed,  I  could 
difcover  fome  Motions  of  it  in  you  ;    particularly 
in  fcornfully  rejecting  my  good  Advice,  bidding  me, 
Take  Care  of  thy  felf  Take  Care  of  thy  felf     But  the 
Do&rine  of  a  finlefs  Nature  you  did  maintain  :  And 
it  was  that  Scripture,  The  Fool  hath  f aid  in  his  Heart, 
there  is  no  God,  Pfal.  xiv.  1 .  immaterially  offered  in  its 
Defence,  that  occafioned  that  quick  Reply,  God  is 
no  Pool,  followed  with  the  next  Words  of  the  fame 
Pfalm,  There  is  none  that  doth  good.     The  Lord  looked 
down  from  Heaven  to  fee  if  there  were  any  that  did  un- 
der fland  and  feek  after  God.     But  they  are  all  gone  out  of 

the  Way.  • There  is  none  that  doth  good,    no  not  one. 

Kovv,  God  cannot  lye,  it  was  impojfible  for  God  to  lye+ 
God  is  not  mocked,  or  to  be  mocked,  as  Fools  are,  the 
Foolijhnefs  of  Preaching,  the  FooUjlmefs  of  God,  t)e  Weak- 
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nefs  of  God,  are  all  fcriptural  Expreflions,  i  Cor,  i. 
2i,  25.  Gal.  vi.  7.  Tit.  i.  2.  /#&.  vi.  18.  and  fuffici- 
ent  to  fhew  there  is  no  Extravagance  in  mine.  No 
Man  unregenerate  can  fay  with  Truth  as  St.  Vaul 
iaith,  Rom.  vii.  15,  19,22,  &c.  He  muft  be  under- 
ftood  therefore  to  fignify  that  Sin  hath  its  Motions 
in  the  Regenerate,  though  not  its  Swing  in  them  \ 
that  it  works  ftill,  though  it  produce  not  the  Ef- 
fect aim'd  at  in  them  ^  wars  againft  them,  though 
overcome  by  them  ;  nay,  brings  them,  by  a  Law, 
into  Captivity,  though  it  cannot  keep  them  Cap~ 
tives  by  it  *,  that  it  even  dwells  in  them,  in  their 
Members,  in  their  mortal  Bodies,  and  never  dies, 
till  it  die  together  wirh  them  •  albeit,  they  them- 
selves die,  be  dead  indeed,  unto  it  3  and  live,  alive 
indeed,  unto  God. 

Oaths,  before  lawful  Magistrates,  for  the  Decifion 
of  Controverfies  between  Man  and  Man,  in  Truth,  in 
judgment,  and  in  Righteoufnefs,  are  commanded  us  by* 
God  :  Deut.vi.  13.  x.  20.  1  Kings  viii.  3T.  If.  xlv. 
23.  lxv.  16.  Jer.  iv.  2.  He  that  fweareth  in  the  Earth $ 
flail  [wear  by  the  God  of  Truth,  is  prophefied  of  the 
Gofpei  Times,  If.  lxv.  \6.  God  is  honoured  by 
fwearing  by  him,  facredly,  as  he  is  the  God  of  Truth, 
owned  and  appealed  to  as  fuch.  They  that  refufe 
to  fwear  Co  by  him,  upon  juft  Occafions,  or  at  all^ 
refufe  to  do  him  Honour,  dimonour  him  :,  as  well 
as  they  that  fwear  prophanely  by  him.  Swear  not  at 
all,  is  evidently  meant  of  idolatrous  and  prophane 
Swearing,  and  fuch  like  only  •,  as  is  expounded  in 
the  next  Words,  viz..  neither  by  Heaven,  the  Earthy 
Jerufalem,  thy  Head,  the  Temple,  &c.  which  are  as 
falfe  Gods  when  (worn  by.  And  fwearing  by  the 
true  God  prophanely,  is  here  alio,  and  has  ever 
been,  forbidden.  Allegiance,-  required  to  be  fworn 
to  a  Sovereign,  born  Heir  apparent  to  the  Crown^ 
is  not,  in  the  Fear  of  God,  to  be  deny'd  by  any 
Subject;    Other  Princes,  not  lb  born,  may  yet  have

a  like  juft  Pretenfion  to  the  fame  Oath  :  Others  may 
not.  Some  may  have  Pretentions  of  fuch  a  Nicety 
as  cannot  fatisfa&orily  be  decided.  A  good  Coi- 
Icience  is  of  great  Ufe  in  fuch  Cafes. 

JDireclion,  and  Directors,  in  Difficulties  about  Re- 
ligion are  not  to  be  flighted  ;  But  then  neither 
are  they  to  be  blindly  followed.  Blind  Guides  more 
efpecially  ihould  be  avoided.  Above  all,  That  with- 
in, fpoken  of  and  followed  by  you,  is  to  be  dread- 
ed and  efchewed  ;  as  the  moft  falfe  and  pernicious 
Leader.  That  indeed  is  not  blind,  but  makes  blind : 
Too  quick-fighted  a  Director  he  is,  who  fees  the 
Eyes  out :  An  Angel  of  Light  by  Transformation  } 
but  that  clouds  the  Mind,  and  Underftanding, 
and  covers  all  with  Darknefs  •,  lb  leading  direfrly 
to  Perdition.  Te  fliall  not  furely  die,  Gen.  iii.  4.  Ye 
are  finlefs,  of  a  finlefs  Nature,  without  Sin  *,  ye  do 
rioft,  cannot  fin  •  ye  fhall  not  furely  die  :  Whole 
Doclrrine  is  this  ?  The  old  Serpent's,  Satan's,  the  De- 
vil's, that  within  you  his  Do&rine,  and  yours  that 
are  led  and  directed  by  him.  And  indeed,  they 
that  can  believe  they  are  without  Sin,  cannot  but 
believe  themfelves  fecure  from  Punifhment.  A  cun- 
ning Sophifter  your  Leader  is.  Pride  was  the  De- 
vil's Sin  and  Downfal,  as  is  reafbnably  thought, 
from  1  Tim.  iii.  6.  And  from  him,  that  within  them, 
comes  the  infeparable  Pride  and  foolifh  Self-Con- 
ceit,  that  fenfelefs  unaccountable  fpiritual  Pride, 
and  Haughtinefs  of  your  Party,  whereby  the  moft 
ignorant  among  them,  and  few  there  be  that  are  not 
ignorant,  are  able  to  delpife  a  Rabbi,  and  to  count 
the  moft  eminent,  the  moil  learned  able  Scholar, 
the  moft  ftu died,  acquainted  and  confirmed  Man  in 
both  prophane  and  facred  Matters,  as  well  as  in  Pi- 
ety 'and  Holinefs,  a  meer  Publican,  Lathe  xviii.  if. 
What  fignifies  a  faihionable  Garment,  a  long  Neck- 
cloth, or  cockt-up  Hat  ?  It  is  the  cockt  Heart,  the 
high  Lool ,  and  proud  Stomach,  PC  ci.  5.  Prov.  vi.  tj. 
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the  felf-conceited  Mind,  and  prefumptuous  haughty 
Spirit,  that  God  abhors,  will  not  fujfer,  will  bring 
down,  Prov.  xvi.  18.  Dan.  v.  20.  Pf.  xviii.  27.  By 
that  within,  you  are  able  to  baffle  any  Scripture  ;  to 
over-rule  or  undervalue  it,  as  Occafion  ferves  or 
doth  require.  By  it  you  are  led  to  throw  out  thofe 
holy  Myfteries,  the  blelled  Sacraments,  ordain'd  by 
Chrift  himfelf,  for  his  Remembrance,  and  our  fo 
great  Advantage.  By  that  within  it  is  that  ye  are 
all  feduc'd  fo  openly  to  play  the  Antichrists.  He  Is 
Antichrist  that  denieth  the  Father  and  the  Son  :  And, 
whofoever  denieth  the  Son,  the  fame  hath  not  the  Father  ; 
denieth  him  alfb,  1  John  ii.  22,  23.  Whofoever  tranf- 
grejfeth  and  abideth  not  in  the  Doctrine  of  Chrift,  hath 
not  God  :  He  that  abideth  in  the  Doctrine  of  Christ ',  he 
hath  both  the  Father  and  the  Son,  2  John  9.  He  that 
abideth  not,  then,  in  the  Doftrine  of  Chrift,  hath 
neither  the  Father  nor  the  Son.  Hath  not  and  deni- 
eth, feem  Terms  equivalent  in  thefe  Places.  If  there 
come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not  this  Doctrine,  receive 
him  not — neither  bid  him  God  fpeed.  For  he  that  biddeth 
him  God  fpeed,  is  Partaker  of  his  evil  Deeds,  2  John  9. 
Now  ye  all  tranfgrefs,  and  abide  not  in  the  Do&rine 
of  Christ.  Ye  all  deny  him  5  in  his  Word,  his  Do- 
clrine,  his  exprefs  Commands  •,  in  his  Ordinances, 
of  the  Miniftry,  of  Baptifm,  of  his  Supper  \  in  de- 
nying to  hold  Communion  with  him,  and  his  Mem- 
bers, in  the  Bread  and  Wine  appointed  for  it  -0  de- 
nying to  remember  him,  and  fhew  forth  his  Death 
in  it  ;  denying  to  confefs  with  other  People  his 
Coming  into  the  World,  his  Manifeftation  in  the 
Flefli,  in  our  human  Nature,  upon  a  Day  fet  apart 
as  his  Birth-day  for  the  celebrating  of  it ;  to  con- 
fefs folemnly  with  others,  upon  Days  appointed 
particularly  for  it,  his  Crucifixion  and  dying  for  us, 
his  Refurre&ion,  his  Afcenfion,  &c.  Ye  deny  him 
in  refufmg  to  confefs  him,  and  even  obftinately  op- 
pofing,  fo  far  as  ye  are  able  to  oppofe,  the  Confei1 
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fipn  of  him,  in  all  thefe  Things.  Nay,  ye  deny 
him  as  a  Saviour,  that  as  fuch  is  any  further  ftoo4 
in  Need  of  by  you,  by  declaring  your  felves  whol- 
ly finlefs,  and  of  a  finlefs  Nature.  With  the  Mouth 
Confcjfion  is  made  unto  Salvation,  Rom.  x.  10.  Not  con- 
feiftng  is  denying.  Whofoever  (hall  deny  me  before  Men, 
him  alfo  will  I  deny  before  my  Father  which  is  in  Heaven, 
Matt.  x.  33.  He  fha/l  be  denied,  Luke  xii.  9.  He 
ihall  be  denied  as  an  Antichrist ;  his  own  Mouth 
ihall  witnefs  againft  him,  and  the  Salvation  of  him. 
Finally,  by  that  within  ye  are  all  feduced  to  fin  a* 
gainft  the  Holy  GhoB.  For  to  attribute  to  the  Ho- 
ly Spirit  that  which  is  owing  to  the  Evil  Spirit,  to 
the  Devil,  which  I  may  affirm  demonftrable  to  be 
that  within  you,  is  certainly  a  Sin,  though  not  the 
Sin  againft  the  Holy  Ghofi  •  unpardonable,  without  a 
timely  true  Repentance.  The  Jews  afferted  the 
Spirit  of  God,  the  Finger  of  God,  in  our  Saviour,  by 
which  he  wrought  miraculoufly,  to  be  Beelzebub, 
the  Prince  of  the  Devils,  in  him  :  And  the  Quakers, 
ib  calledy^flafph^moulry  afTert  Beelzebub,  the  Prince 
of  the  Devils  inthem,  to  be  the  Finger  of  God,  the 
Jioly  Ghoft  inthem  :  Such  is  all  the  Difference  of 
this  Sin,  in  you  and  in  the  Jews.  All  this  Evil  are 
ye  led  into  by  this  LircEhr,  this  falfe  Guide,  which 
ye  give  your  felves  fo  wholly  up  to  be  conduced  by, 
and  the  doing  which  I  find  the  prime  and  main  Po- 
rtion, the  only  indifpenfible  and  abfolutelv  necefTa- 
ry  Principle,  whereby,  as  bv  a  Piece  of  Witchcraft, 
the  Snare  of  him,  or  that,  within  you,  to  tai:e  the 
jgnorant  and  Unwary  Captive,  and  to  feduce  them 
%o  your  miferable,  blafphemous,  anti-chriftian  Par- 
ty, and  to  keep  them  of  it. 

Thus  have  1  returned  a  Word  or  two  to  every 
thing,  I  think,  that  we  touch'd  upon  with  any  Dis- 
agreement:, 1  would  willingly  have  done  it  lefs  of- 
fenfively  -,  for  that,  Offence,  where  it  may  be  well 
fcvpidedj  ought  not  to  be  given  :    Only  th?  Nature 
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of  this  Concern  admits  it.  not,  in  dealing  plainly  : 
And  plain  Dealing  is  allowable  in  Defence  of  Truth  j 
or  it  is  not  to  be  allow'd  at  all. 

I  am  apt  to  think  that  God's  lengthning  the  Days 
of  any  Man,  is  in  Order  to  his  doing  fomething  not 
yet  done,  but  that  mould  be  done,  by  him  *,  or  his 
Undoing*  by  Repentance  or  otherwife,  fomething 
he  has  done,  that  he  ought  not  to  have  done,  not 
yet  undone,  or  repented  of.  In  the  greatnefs  of 
his  Mercy  he  has  fpared  you  theAge  of  Man,  three- 
[core  Tears  and  ten  by  your  own  Relation,  if  I  miftake 
not,  in  your  Apoftacy  from  the  Gofpel-Truth,  and 
your  hardening  your  felfinthat  Delinquency,  and 
alfb  long  preaching  of  the  Errors  you  have  fallen  in- 
to, if  you  have  been  a  Preacher  of  them,  untoo- 
thers.  Without  all  doubt  this  Goodnefs  is  to  lead  you 
to  Fepentance,  Rom.  ii.  4.  that  you  may  confider  that 
you  do,  and  have  done,  Evil,  Eccl.  v.  1.  that  you 
may,  yet,  at  latt  undo  what  you  have  fo  long  been 
doing  ;  truly  and  publickly  declare  againft  what 
you  have  lb  publickly  and  fa  lily  prmdi'd.  Confider 
then  indeed,  knowing;  whil£*5M6Jfl*WI|fce  to  know 
and  to  confider  :  Before  the  filver  Cord  be  loo  fed,  or 
the  golden  Bowl  be  broken,  &c.  Eccl.  xii.  6  While  you 
have  yet  Day  before-you,  harden  not  your  Heart,  Heb. 
iii.  7.  I  dread  to  think  what  he,  the  great  God  and 
Judge  of  all,  will  fay  unto  you,  and  what  you  will  an fwer 
when  you  are  reproved,  Hab.  ii.  1 .  at  the  laft  Day,  that 
•  dreadful  Day  !  reproved,  for  the  Denial  of  our  Sa~ 
viour  \  the  Profanation,  Contempt,  and  Rejection  of 
his  divine  Ordinances  ;  the  Abufe  and  Corruption 
of  his  Word  and  Doctrine,  the  blafphemous  Offence 
given  to  his  Holy  Spirit}  the  pharifaical,  audacious 
falfe  Pretence  and  Affertion  of  SinlefTnefs  and  Per- 
fection in  you  !  The  Time,  this  Time,  is  come  ;  the 
Day,  this  Day,  draweth  near,  Ez.  vii.  10,  12.  Rev.  i.

1.  -Million  from  Chrift  the  Lord  of  the  Harveft, 
we  humbly  and  gratefully  own,  but  not  from  the 
Pope,  or  his  Biihops  or  Clergy,  nor  from  any 
other    Bifiiops   or    Clergy    originally    proceeding 

thence, 

3.  Bap- 
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3.  Baptlfm  with  Water  was,  in  its  proper  Dif. 
penfation,  a  true  Type  or  Shadow  of  the  one  fpiri- 
tual  and  faving  Baptifm  of  Chrift  j  but  the  Baptifra 
with  Water  was  not  fprinkling  (nor  dipping^  In- 
fants. 

4.  'Tis  confeiTed  that  e*m'»,  Rantiz.oy  is  to  fprin- 
kle  only,  not  to  dip,  Baptiw,  to  warn -Why- 
then  have  the  Church  of  Rome  afcribed  the  Term 
Baptifm  to  Rantifm,  or  unfcripturally  to  fprinkling 
Infants  ? 

5.  That  thePafchal  Lamb  was  a  Type  of  Chrift, 
of  his  Death  and  Suffering,  and  had  an  End  when 
he  h?d  thereby  fulfilled  it,  is  true  ;  but  then  to  lay, 
the  Bread  was  given  to  fucceed,  as  Chrift' s  Body,  and 
the  Wine  for  and  as  his  Blood  to  feed  upon  by  the 
Mouth  and  Heart,  &c.  the  Man's  Meaning  in  thefe 
Words  is  fomewhat  obicure  and  dubious.  If  he 
means,  for  the  Do&rine  of  Tranfubftantiation,  that 
the  Bread  and  Wine  as  confecrated  (by  the  Prieft) 
are  fubftantially  changed  into  the  Flefh  and  Blood 
of  Chrift  crucified,  we  cannot  believe  it,  nor  that 
his  Difciples  did  actually  eat  and  drink  the  Body 
and  Blood  of  Chrift  when  he  was  at  Supper  with 
'em.  Our  Diffidence  of  their  Do&rine  of  Tranfub- 
ftantiation,  I  think,  may  well  be  exculed  \  as  alfo 
our  efteeming  that  laft  Supper  of  Jefus  Chrift  (in- 
cluding the  PafTover)  with  his  Difciples,  to  be 
typical  or  figurative,  and  not  his  real  Flefh  and 
Blood. 

6.  To  fay  that  finlefs  Nature,  is  a  finful  Preten- 
fion  in  any  Man,  is  to  deny  the  Work  of  Regene- 
ration by  Jefus  Chrift,  of  Sanclrification  (by  his  Spi- 
rit) in  Body,  Soul,  and  Spirit,  the  Perfection  of 
Holinefs  in  any  of  God's  Children  -,  and  confe- 
quently  to  deny  Chrift  the  Intent  of  his  Manifefta- 
tion,  which  is  to  deftroy  the  Work  of  the  Devi) 
that  is  Sin,  That  there  is  none  that  doth  Good,  no,  not 
ene7  Pfal.  xiv.  is  pleaded  for  a  finful  Nature  remain- 
ing. 
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ing,  &c.  Tho'  that  is  not  fpoken  of  Saints,  but  of 
Sinners,  of  fuch  Fools  as  are  all  out  of  the  Way, 
and  none  of  'em  doing  Good,  and  fuch  as  fay  in  their 
Hearts,  there  is  no  God,  &c.  But 

If  Sin  never  dies  in  the  Regenerate,  but  dwells  in 
their  mortal  Bodies,  Rom.  iii.  and  never  dies  till  it 
die  together  with  them  : 

By  fuch  a  Plea  for  Sin,  during  Life,  it  follows^ 
that  Saints  die  not  unto  Sin  in  this  Life,  but  that  at 
their  Diftblution  they  and  Sin  die  together,  or  elfe 
a  Purgatory  after  Death  is  expected  (as  by  the 
Church  of  Rome)  for  fuch  as  are  not  fully  purged 
in  this  Life.  For  which  we  find  not  Scripture  : 
For  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  tells  the  Unbelievers,  If 
ye  believe  not  that  I  am  he,  (i.  e.  the  Meiliah)  ye  fliall 
die  in  your  Sins  ;  and,  whither  1  go,  you  cannot  comey 
John  viii.  21,  24.  He  afTigns  no  Purgatory  after 
Death. 

7.  Chrift's  Precept,  Swear  not  at  all,  Mat.  v.  is 
not  confin'd  to  prophane  idolatrous  Swearing,  and 
fuch  like  only,  but  includes  all  Swearing  :  The  ho- 
ly Apoftle  James,  who  knew  his  Meaning,  is  very 
plain  therein,  Above  all  Things,  fwear  not,  neither  by 
Heaven,  nor  by  Earth,  nor  by  any  other  Oath,  left  ye  fall 
into  Condemnation,  James  v.  What's  a  more  plain 
and  general  Prohibition  of  all  Swearing,  under  Chrift's 
Difpenfation  ? 

8.  This  Adverfary,  H.  B.  objects  and  charges  a- 
gainft  Quakers,  wt  That  within,  fpoken  of,  and  fol- 
lowed by  you,  is,  above  all,  to  be  dreaded  and  ef- 
chewed,  as  the  falfeft  and  moil:  pernicious  Leader 
to  Deftru£lion,  &c.  whereby  he  blindly  blafphemes 
That  within,  which  we  profefs  and  recommenci  others 
unto  as  a  Guide,  which  is  no  other  than  the  Spirit 
of  Chrift,  his  Light  and  Grace  in  Men.

(And  farther, 
this  Adverlary's  faying,  It  is  an  Honour  to  God  to 
iwear  by  him,  as  he  is  the  God  of  Truth,  owned  and 
appealed  to  as  fuch.)  Conflder  what  a  wide  Gate  fuch 
Do&rine  now  may  open  to  Drunkards  and  Propha- 
uers  of  the  facred  Name  of  God,  even  to  fuch  Cur- 
fers  and  Swearers,  as  appeal  (or  frequently  call)  to 
God  to  damn  them/elves  and  others,  and  yet  confefs  him 
to  be  a  God  of  Truth,  &c. 

9.  His  accumulated  horrid  Charges  againft  us 
(/.  e.  the  Quakers  lb  calfdj  as,  by  that  within,  we  are 
all  moved  to  oppoie  Chrift  as  open  Antichrifts,  de- 
nying the  Father  and  the  Son,  denying  him  as  Sa- 
viour ;  and  how,  but  in  confeifing  a  finlefs  Nature 
and  State  attainable  ?  which  is  only  attained  unto 
by  Faith  in  Chrift,  his  taking  away  Sin,  and  put- 
ting an  End  thereto,  and  his  finifhingTranfgreftion} 
this  is  no  denying,  but  confeiling  the  Son  of  God 
in  the  Work  of  Man's  Salvation.  The  Man  pro- 
ceeds in  his  i^rofs  and  falfe  Charges  againft  us,  viz..

{'quoth  he)  demonstrable  to  be  that  within  you,  &c.  a 
icandalous  falfe  Charge  reiterated  againft^  not  only 
us,  but  the  Spirit  of  Chrift  within  us. 

ii.  And  yet,  after  our  Accufer  has  condemned 
us  for  finning  againft  the  Holy  Ghoft,  he  feigns  Prayer 
for  uf,  I  pray  fincerely  for  yw,  Sir,  and  your  deceived  un- 
happy  Party,  that  God  would  pleafe  to  openyour  Eyes, 
and  turn  you  from  Darknefs  to  Light, &c.

i.TF  a  Perfbn  be  an  intelligent  Being,  fay  you,  Mr. 
J  Whitehead,  and  true  of  all,  &c.  Query,  Is  it 
m  fcriptural,  or  proper,  to  afcribe  thofe  Terms 
to  the  bleffed  Deity  ?  &c.  Anfwer,  Yea.  V  erf  on.  is  a 
lcriptural  Term  ib afcribed.  Will  ye  accept  his,  i.e. 
God's  Perfon  ?  Job  xiii.  8.  The  Son  is  term'd  the  ex- 
preft  Image  of  his,  via.  God  the  Father's  Perfon,  Hcb. 
i.  3.  Here  the  Term  Perfon  is  afcrib'd  to  God  the 
Father,  the  exprefs  Image  of  whofe  Perfon  the  Son 
is  faid  to  be  -,  and  fo  to  God  the  Son,  in  whofe  own 
Perfon,  of  the  Son,  it  is,  that  he  is  the  exprefs  Image 
of  the  Father's  Perfon ;  and  fo  to  the  Holy  Ghoft, 
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as  God,  to  whom  this  Term  is  at  once  afcruVd  -,  the 
Holy  Ghoft  moreover  being  perfonally  related  to 
and  exprefs'd,  in  the  Perfonal  Relative  he,  as  John 
xiv.  26.  xv.  2(5.  xvi.  8.  13,14.  And  thus  is  this 
Term,  or,  as  you  term  it,  thofe  Terms  are,  fcripturally 
afcribed  to  the  blcffed  Deity.  A  proper  Term  ? erf  on 
alfo  is  by  Confequence,  as  fcriptural.  But  tho'  it 
were  not  fcriptural,  yet  were  it  truly  proper  ;  as 
ferviceable  to  juftify  and  explain  aTruth,  and  Scrip- 
ture, impioufly  contradicted  by  antichriftian  wicked 
Men.  A  Being  is  a  Term  not  read,  in  that  Sentej 
in  Scripture,  nor,  perhaps,  flood  in  need  of  in  the 
Way  obferved  :  Mean,  vile  Beings  there  alfo  are  -, 
yet  may  that  Term  be  properly  afcribed  to  the  buf- 
fed Deity.

We  .fee  there 
plurality  in  thefe,  viz.  Trinity  in  three,  afcribed  to  V- 
nity  in  cne.  Thefe  three,  WitneiTes,  Per  ions  that  bear 
Witnefs  in  Heaven.  Nay,  but  Man  is  a  Diverfity  of 
Perfbns  in  the  fame^/e  Nature,  as  God  is  three  di- 
verfe  Perfons  in  the  fame  one  fimple  divine  Effence  -, 
which  Similitude  between  God  and  Man  is  a  Parr, 
undoubtedly,  of  that  God-like  Image,  that  very  di- 
vine Likenefs,  which  he  created  Man  in,  Gen.  i.  26, 
27.  and  fo  doth  it  felf  refolve  the  Difficulty  you 
fcere  raife  upon  it. 

2.  For  Mi  (port)  I  find  you  pinch'd,  put  forely  to 
your  Shifts,  weak  and  forry  ones,  concerning  it.'  Pa- 
pifts  themfelves  do  not  pretend  Million  from  the 
Pope.  They  all  allow  it  from  our  Saviour  ;  fettled 
by  him,  in  the  Conveyance  of  it  down  from   the 
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Apoftles  to  After-comers,  in  an  inviolable  Method, 
whatever  unallowed  punifhable  Abufes  of  it  happen. 
But  what  is  Popifti  Minion  to  my  long  Letter,  or 
your  Examination?  Not  a  Word  of  your  own  Mif- 
fion  •,  how  or  whence  Fathers  and  Children,  Ma- 
tters and  Servants,  Men  and  Women,  Old  and  Young, 
one  and  all,  are  equally  commiilioned,  would  they 
bat  prefume,  to  preach  •,  whence,  whether  from  the 
Pope,  or  the  Apoflle,  i  Cor.  xiv.  34,  35.  1  Tim.  ii.  1 1, 
12.  Your  Wive s  have  their  Million  to  teach  their 
Husbands,  publickly  to  preach  to  them,  and  to  all 
Husbands,  in  your  Congregations.  Not  one  Word 
of  mine  examined  upon  this  Head  of  Mijfion  :  Save 
that  you  agree  with  me  as  to  the  Origine  thereof. 

3.  You  fay,  that  Baptifm  with  Water  was  in  its 
proper  Difpenfation,  a  true  Type  or  Shadow  of  the  One 
fpiritual  and  faving  Baptifm  of  thrift:  Much  in  a  little  ! 
Much  Miftake.     Baptifm  with  Water  is  it  felf  the 
one,  fpiritual,  and  faving  Baptifm  of  Chrift  :  And 
there  is  none  other :  One  this  is  in  the  Nature  of  it, 
as  proper  Baptifm  :  One  it  is  in  its  Ordination,  obli- 
gatory  upon  all  :   One  in  Duration,  to  laft  with 
teaching,    preaching,    and   the  Obfervation  of  all 
that   Chrift   commanded,   to  the  End  of  the  World, 
Mat.  xxviii.  19,  20.     Mark  xvi.   15.     And   one  in 
exprefs  lcriptural  Teftimony,  One  Lord,  one  Faith,  one 
Baptifm,  i.  e.  with  Water,  as  then  fure  in  its  proper 
Difpenlation.     Spiritual  it  is  in  the  inward  Matte-  of 
it,  the  Thing  fignified,  viz..  Grace,  and  the  Commu- 
nication of  the  Spirit  -,  fo  in  the   Ends  of  it,  Re- 
generation, San&ification,  Holinefs,  &c.     Alfo  in 
its  Efficiency  by  and  in  the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost,  in  which  Name  it  is  commanded  to 
be  adminifter'd  :  Wherein  yet  the  Spirit  feems  par- 
ticularly concern'd  -,  forafmuch  as  by  one  Spirit  we 
are  all  baptised  into  one  Body,    1    Cor.  xii.   13.  /'.  e.  in 
Baptifm  witji  Water  \  as  is  evident  from  Mention 
after  made  alfo  of  the  other  Sacrament,  wherein 
»  we 
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we  have  been  and  are  all  made  to  drin\  into  one  Spirit  : 
Saving  it  is  on  the  fame  Accounts  mentioned  :  Alfo 
as  it  is  an  ordained  Means  of  Salvation,  without 
which,  in  the  Contempt  of  it,  is  no  Salvation, 
Markxv'i.  i5.  7l>.  iii.  5.  1  Pet.  in.  21.  Finally,  of 
Chrift  this  Baptifm  is  in  its  Inftitution.  All  this 
you  willingly  are  ignorant  of,  and  fly  off  to  fbmething 
elfe,  you  tell  us  not,  and  I  know  not,  what.  Bap- 
tifm with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  ivith  Fire,  whether  in 
that  Appearance  of  the  cloven  Tongues,  or  in  the  mi- 
ftaken  Notion  of  it  in  the  Fire  of  Affliction,  Martyr- 
dom, Perfecutions  nnto  Death,  was  not  proper  Bap- 
tifm \  and  for  that  Reafon,  as  well  as  becaufe  very 
few  were  fb  baptized,  it  was  neither  one,  nor  fpiritual^ 
nor  faving,  as  to  thofe,  all  the  World,  almoft,  that 
were  and  are  not  fo  baptized,  norfo  to  be.  Baptifm 
with  the  Holy  Ghoft,  in  0.1  ly  the  miraculous  Gifts 
of  it,  a  like  Miftake,  is  fubjecl:  to  the  lame  Objecti- 
on \  and,  befide  that,  is  entirely  ceas'd.  Without 
fuch  Gifts,  without  Fire,  Water,  or  any  outward  vi- 
fible  Sign,'  is  no  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghost  at  all. 
And  therefore  there  is  no  one^  fpiritual,  and  faving 
Baptifm  of  Chrift,  but  that  with  Water:  Nor  is  there 
in  Scripture  any  Ordination  of  any  other  Baptifm  be- 
fide] it.  After  this  now,  Query,  Is  it  fcriptural  or 
proper  to  afcribe  to  the  one,  fpiritual,  and  faving  Bap- 
tifm  of  Chrift  thofe  Terms  of  Type  or  Shadow  only, 
and  that  of  a  Thing  lefs  than  is  a  Shadow,  meerly 
imaginary,  of  no  Reality  ?  To  afcribe  a  vain  concei- 
ted Difpenfation  of  but  a  Year  or  two's  Continuance, 
as  proper  to  it  ?  Are  not  the  holy  Scripture-Terms, 
anJ  Notions  of  it  fafeft  ?  See  Mat.  xxviii.  19.  Mark 
xvi.  16". '  Or  do  you  prefer  your  own  confufed  and 
confounding  Inipirations,  by  that  within  you,  concer- 
ning it,  to  the  Son  of  God's  own  Words,  fo  exprefs 
in  this  divine  Ordina  ice  ? 

That  Infants,  of  believing  Parents/  thoroughly 
inftrucled  and  confirmed  in  Chnftianify,  were  not 

baptized, 


baptized,  is  more  than  can  be  proved :  That  they 
were  not  to  be  baptized,  is  falfe.  But  others  were 
concern'd  in  this,  befide  Infants  :  And  Baptifm  with 
Water  was  at  leaft  Dipping  thole  of  Age  and  Under- 
standing. Although,  then,  it  were  not  Sprinkling, 
nor  Dipping  Infants,  both  which  it  well  might  be,  as 
now  in  our  Church,  (fee  publick  Baptifm  of  In- 
fants in  the  Book  of  Common-Prayer  j  yet  was  it 
furely  fomething,  and  not  to  be  vilely  and  wholly 
thrown  afide  as  nothing.  If  the  Prophet  had  bid  thee 
do  fome  great  Thing,  wouldft  thou  nofhave  done  it?  How 
much  rather  then  when  he  faith  to  thee,  Wafh  and  be  clean* 

4.  'Tis  confefs'd  by  you,  that  rantiw  is  to  fprin- 
kle  only,  &c.  but  you  don't  confefs  that  I  faid  bap- 
tiz.o  is  to  fprinkle  alfo  :  Sincerity  in  this  had  put 
you  by  your  Argument.  And  what  if  neither  Dip- 
ping, nor  Washing,  nor  yet  Sprinkling  were  in  Ufe  ? 
Some  pour  Water  out  of  the  Hollow  of  the  Hand 
only:  Yet  in  Water  thus  applied,  by  the  Hands  of 
due  ordained  Minifters,  there  is  true  Baptifm  in  the 
EffecT:,  tho'  it  do  not  anfwer  to  the  Term  of  it.  The 
Health  and  Safety  of  the  Baptized  is  in  fome  conve- 
nient Manner  to  be  confulted.  Dipping  in  a  frozen 
Jordan  would  fuit  ill  with  Old  and  Young. 

5.  Here  1  am  fufpetted  for  a  Papift,  upon  thofe 
Words  relating  to  the  Bread  and  Wine,  together 
with  the  repreiented  Body  and  Blood,  To  be  eaten  and 
fed  upon  by  the  Mouth  and  Heart,  &c.  Altho'  thefe 
Words  be  acknowledged  to  be  only  dubious,  and 
my  being  a  Papift  cannot  prove  another  Man  a  Chri- 
ftian,  which  is  enough,  yet  will  I  now  explain  my 
(elf.  My  Meaning  is,  that  the  Bread  and  Wi;  e  is 
to  be  drunk  and  eaten  by,  or  with  the  Mouth,  and 
the  Body  and  Blood  with,  or  in  the  Heart,  vkL  by 
Faith.  As  the  Body  is  preferv'd  from  Death,  kept 
alive,  for  the  Time  of  Life,  by  the  Strength  of  cor- 
poral Nutritives,  Bread,  Wine,  &c.  received  and 
eaten  properly,  by  the  Mouth  -,  fo  is  Soul  and  Body 
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preferred  from  the  Second  Death,  upheld  unto  Life, 
eternal,  by  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Chrifi,  brokeu 
and  given  for  us,  apprehended  in  all  the  Benefits  of 
it,  and  applied  to  our  Souls,  by  Faith.  But  this 
cannot  in  'tfelf,  alone,  be  termed  or  efteemed  Ea- 
ting or  Bringing,  by  T;aith,  in  any  Senle  whatever  j 
more  han  it  C'<  n  ue  faid  to  be  Eating  and  Drinking 
by  I :',  ith,  when  rhe  Benefits  of  an  allured  Pardo.i 
are     .pr  <i  and  applied,  by  a  true  Belief  of  it, 

to  the  Comfort  of  a  condemned  Malefacfor.  It  is, 
then,  ;v  in -and  by  eating  and  drinking  properly, 
with  the  Mouth,  the  Bread  and  Wine  that  occupies 
the  Place  of  Chrift's  Body  and  Blood,  and  is  ordained 
to  commemorate  and  Shew  forth  that  Sacrifice  by, 
that  the  Apprehenfion  and  Application  of  the  Be- 
nefits of  this  Sacrifice  by  Faith  admits  any  how 
the  Notion  of  eating  and  drinking  by  faith,  as  thus  it 
admi's  it  very  well  \  considering  with  all  the  Agree- 
ment between  bodily  and  fpiritual  Support  and 
Nourishment  above  fpoken  of.  This  I  have  been 
Jed  here  to  obferve,  left  Quakers  Should  pretend  to 
fatisfy  the  holy  Ordinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
thoSe  his  Words  relating  to  it,  John  vi.  53,  54.  by 
Faith  only,  without  eating  that  Bread,  and  drinking 
that  Cup.  For  Papists  I  yet  note  alfo,  that  their  Ea- 
ting likewife  is  by  Faith,  true  or  falle  -,  and  only 
fo.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a  Proof  that  they  eat 
the  Body  and  drink  the  Blood  of  Chrift  properly, 
with  the  Mouth,  as  they  do  the  Bread  and  Wine. 
All  their  Proof  is  by  their  Faith  :  Scripture  is  be- 
lieved by  them  in  their  own.  Senie  *,  and  by  that 
they  make  it  out.  But  proper  Eating  and  Drinking 
does  not  Stand  in  Need  of  Faith.  No  one  A£fc  of 
it  is  neceSTary  to  certify  a  Man  that  he  eats  Bread, 
or  FleSh,  or  FiSh,  &c.  or  that  he  drinks  Wine  or 
Water,  or  at  leaSl  fome  bodily  Subftance  that  natu- 
rally may  be  one  of  thefe.  Nature  it  felf,  in  our  * 
bare  Senies,  fatisfies  abundantly  for  this.     But  none 
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can  difcern  by  his  Senfes,  or  his  Reafon,  the  Body 
and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  in  his  Mouth.  It  can- 
not then  be  thus  properly  eaten  and  drunken  ;  but 
only  by  Belief,  u  e.  believ'd  fb  to  be,  as  they  be- 
lieve they  feed  properly  on  that  they  do  not.  And 
tho'  it  be  affirmed  to  be  property  eaten  and  drunken 
by  whoever,  or  whatever,  eats  and  drinks  the  con- 
fecrated  Species,  even  not  difcerning  or  believing  it 
lo  to  be,  yet  is  this  alfo  only  bare  Belief  in  them 
that  fb  affirm  it. 

Tranfubftantiation  you  can't  believe,  but  what  doth 
that  juftify  you  in  ?  You  can't  believe  Chrift's  Death 
neither ;  fb  as  to  acknowledge  it  and  ihew  it  forth 
as  is  commanded,  and  as  all  true  Chriftians  in  the 
World  do.     For  this  you  are  not  to  be  excufed. 

Then,  for  efecming  that  last  Supper  of  Jefus  Chrislr 
{including  the  Vaffover)  with   his  Difciples,  to  be  typical 

or  figurative. The  Man's  Meaning  in  thefe  Words 

is  iomewhat  obfeure  and  dubious.  If  he  means,  that 
the  Bread  and  Wine  were  to  typify  and  figure  all 
one  as,  and  no  otherwife  than,  the  PaiTover  did, we 
cannot  believe  it  :  Thefe  new  Types  and  Figures  had 
then  been  ufelefs  and  in  vain  *,  both  becaufe  the  Paf- 
fover  it  felf  was  as  fiifficient  for  that  as  ever  'twas, 
and  alfo  becaufe  thefe  new  Types  had  ended  with 
the  Paifover,  upon  Supper's  being  ended,  and  fbhad 
been  only  for  that  once,  Chrift  dying  that  very- 
Day  :  Whereas  we  read,  that  the  Bread  and  Wine 
are  to  be  eaten  often,  1  Cor.  xi.  2^.  ever  often,  till 
he,  (the  LordJ  come,  ver.  26.  as  (hewing  forth  his 
Death,  and  to  be  done  in  Remembrance  of  him,  and 
of  it,  ib.  and  Luke  xxii.  19.  If  he  means  by  typical— 
that  his  laft  Supper  was,  and  only  was  to  be,  repre- 
fentative  of  ChrifFs  real  Body  and  Blood,  according 
to  wLat  I  juft  come  from  fpeaking  of,  all's  fb  far 
well :  But  then  the  Vaffbver  cannot  be  included  in  the 
Supper  .•  An  I,  why  then  doth  he,  and  his,  condemn, 
abfta'n,  nay,  abhor  from,  the  enjoined  Gbfervation 
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of  this  Sacrament,  this  Sapper  ?  Alfo,  tlvs  was  not 
the  la&,  but  the  only  Supper  of  Jefn*  Christ  with  his 
Difciples  •,  and  that  which  this  the  Lord's  Supper  was 
inftituted  in  \  the  first,  fo  far.  That  Panover  was 
irdeed  the  very  laft  •  and  being,  as  expreily  is  ac- 
knowledged, at  an  End  in  that  very  thing,  the  Death 
trf  Chrift,  in  which  the  Supper  did  begin,  is  not 
poilibly  to  be  included  in  the  Supper.  Ittypify'd 
Chrift  in  a  contrary,  at  leaft  much  another  Man- 
ner, agreed  no  more  with  Bread  and  Wine  as  Signs, 
than  in  Beginning,  Continuance,  and  End.  Wine 
feems  even  to  oppofe  the  Intention  in  bitter  Herbs. 
Take  the  Supper  and  PalTover  apart,  and  thefe  Men 
are  at  a  Lofs  :  They  force  themfeives  therefore  and 
Scripture  both,  as  is  common  with  them,  to  make 
a  Medley  of  it.  On  this  Account  I  willingly  would 
have  this  in  yet  a  better  Light,  and  find  that  by  St. 
Johns  Help  we  may  fo  have  it.  He  tells  us  that, 
Supper  being  ended,  ch.  xiii.  2.  Jefus  rofe  from  Supper, 
ver,  4.  and  began  to  wajh  the  Difciples  Feet,  ver.  5.  Af- 
ter which  done,  he  fat  down  again,  ver.  12.  to  Table, 
that  is,  as  appears  expreily  from  ver.  28.  and  fuf- 
ficiently  alfo  from  ver.  2^,26.  and  ch.  xxi.  20.  With 
this  is  to  be  obferved,  that  fo  foon  as  the  Lamb  it 
felf  was  eaten,  the  Pafover  was  ended  :  Then  it  was 
our  Saviour  rofe  from  Supper  :  And  the  Count  for  the 
Lamb  (Ex.  xii.  4,  10.)  being  to  be  made  fo  that  it 
might  be  eaten  all,  doubtlefs  it  was  fo  made  that 
every  one  might  only  have  a  little,  the  more  fure- 
Jy  to  prevent  Abuie  (as  burning  ought  of  it  may 
feem  it  felf  to  be,  ib.  ver.  \o.)  leaving  them- to  fa- 
tisfy  the  Appetite  afterwards,  with  other  Things. 
Hence  it  feems  that  the  Dfciples  upon  fitting  down 
again  fell  to  feed  afreili,  dipping  in  the  Dlfli,  what- 
ever Dim  that  wa^.  In  this  fecond  Eating  'twas  that 
Jefus  tells  them,  Ferity,  verily,  I  fay  unto  you,  that  one 
of  you fljall  betray  me,  ver.  21.  And,  he  that  dippeth  his 
Hand  with  me  in  the  Dif),  Mat.  xxvi.  23.     One  of  the 
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Twelve  that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  Dijh,  Mark  xiv.  20. 
the  fame  fiall  betray  me.  At  this  time  'twas  the  Sop 
was  given  to  Judas,  John  xiii.  25.  And  of  this  fe- 
cond  Eating  it  is  fpoken  in  thefe  Words,  As  they 
were  eating,  Mat.  xxvi.  25.  As  they  did  eat,  Mark  xiv. 
22.  Jefus  took  Bread,- and  blejfed,  and  brake,  &c.  infti- 
tuting  his  holy  Supper.  St.  Luke,  before  mentioning 
the  Bread,  fpeaks  of  the  Cup,  with  the  taking,  Blef- 
fing,  and  giving  of  it :  But  whereas  he  neither  men- 
tions the  taking,  Bleffmg,  nor  the  giving,  in  that  he 
fays  of  it,  after  the  Bread,  it  appears  that  thofe 
Words  fir  ft  fpoken  were  out  of  Place,  as  St.  Matthew , 
St.  Mark,  and  St.  Paul  make  it  evident.  However, 
from  relating  to  the  Pajfovcr  they  are  defended  as 
the  Supper  it  felf  is,  by  what  has  juft  been  faid;  A 
co  lfiderable  Space  there  was  between  the  End  of 
the  Palfover  Supper,  and  the  Beginning  of  the  Lord "s 
Supper  :  So  many  Feet  wafh'd  are  a  Teftimony  of 
it,  and  that  thefe  Suppers  were  not,  nor  can  be,  in- 
cluded in  one  another.  Thus  the  feeming  Difficul- 
ties which  the  other  Evangelists,  in  their  Chriftian 
Simplicity,  fufpetted  not,  and  the  Confufion  Inftru- 
ments  of  Satan  ftrive  to  make,  taking  hence  what 
Advantages  they  can  for  it,  by  St.  John  here,  are 
fully  extricated,  reconciled,  and  put  entirely  to 
an  End. 

5.  Regeneration  is  not  denied  by  finfulnefs  of  Na- 
ture. It  confifteth  not  in  the  Change  of  Nature, 
but  of  the  Mind,  Eph.  iv.  23.  in  the  renouncing  and 
combating  of  Sin.  Sanftification,  Holinefs,  and  all 
Graces  are  fully  perfect:  in  Chritt  only.  Perfection 
has  its  Degrees,  Atts  xxiv.  22.  xxiii  15,  20.  xv  ii. 
25.  Perfect,  and  Perfection,  as  to  any  Good  in  Man, 
is  ever  meant  in  fome  Degree,  as  James  iii.  2.  con- 
cerning Knowledge  we  are  informed,  that  That  which 
is  perfett,  fully  fo,  is  not  yet  come,  1  Cor.  xiii.  9,  10, 
&c.  nor  is  it  at  all  to  come,  in  this  Life.  It  is  as 
true  to  fay  of  any  other  Chriftian  Yertues,  all  ha- 
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ving  a  Dependance  upon  Knowledge.  There  is  a  Ge- 
neration (and  a  filly,  fad,  falfe,  lying  one  too)  that 
are  pure  in  their  oven  Eyes,  and  yet  is  not  waflied  from  their 
pilthinefs,  Prov.  xxx.  12.  Te  are  they  which  jufi if y  your 
f elves  before  Men  -7  but  God  knoweth  your  Heatts,  L  uke 
xvi.  15.  Alas!  what  fo  weak  a  Man  is  there, 
that  knoweth  not  your  Hearts,  in  this,  fo  plain  no- 
torious a  Falfhood?  in  the fe  lop harifaical  ridiculous 
Pretenfions  ? 

As  Chrift  was  manifefted  to  deftroy  the  Works  of 
the  Devil,  fo  hath  he  manifeftly  ceftroyed  them, 
vif*  by  his  Righteoufiiefs  of  Life,  imputed  to  us, 
JZom.  v.  18,  19.  iCcr.v.  21.  by  his  Rule  of  Lite 
given  us,  i.  e.  the  Gofpel,  called  therefore  the  Word 
pf  Life,?h\\.  ii.  16.  and  the  Grace  of  God  that  brivgetk 
Salvation,  Tit.  ii.  11.  by  his  Sacrifice  for  Sin,  of  his 
own  Body  and  Blood  offered  up  lor  us,  to  the  de- 
ftroy ing  of  the  Devil  as  well  as  his  Works,  Heb.  ii. 
14.  1  John  i.  7.  putting  an  find  to  all  Sacriiices  and 
Offerings  for  Sins  ;  and  by  fending  of  his  holy  Sp/- 
rit  to  fanffcify  us,  1  Cor.  vi.  11.  Thus  is  Sin,  and 
fmful  Nature,  really  deftroy'd  in  the  Efficacy  of 
ChrhVs  Doings  and  Sufferings  for  us,  notwithstan- 
ding the  Hold  it  ftill  keeps  in  our  mortal  Bodies. 

7here  is  none  that  doth  good,  no  not  one,  proves  ef- 
fectively what  you  fay  only  'tis  pleaded  for.  I  dil- 
cern  between  the  bed  and  the  worft  of  Men  \  as  I 
allow  the  Tfalrn  it  felf  to  do  \  although  St.  Paul  in 
that  of  Rom.  iii.  do  not  the  like.  I  am  willing  this 
be  particularly  fpoken  of  the  reprobate  Sort*,  but 
yet,  according  to  the  general  Expreffions,  hold  all 
Men,  refpeftively,  nay,  and  (with  St.  Paul,  ver,  9, 
10.)  naturally,  as' in  the  Flefh,  here  concenfd  and 
even  written  of }  for  fo  it  follows,  As  it  is  written, 
&c.  All  Men  are  Children  of  Men,  in  the  fecond 
Verfe  of  that  Pfalm  fo  exprels'd.  They  that  under- 
fland  the  beft,  that  ft.ek  God  the  beft,  deferve  yet  to 
be  complained  of  j  as  fuch  that  leek  him  not,  un- 
derstand 
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derftand  not  to  feek  him,  as  they  ought :  In  fome- 
thing  or  other  they  go  aftde  -  in  fcmething  or  other 
they  do  Evil,  inftead  of  doing  Good :  They  fin  in 
fomething,  in  many  'Things,  St.  James  fays  ,  and  the 
leaft  Sin  is  filthy,  abominable,  in  God's  Sight ;  and  Co 
then  they  that  commit  it  muft  be  fo  far  filthy,  and 
abominable,  as  there  termed,  alfo.  How  was  David 
himfelf  affetted  in  thefe  his  own  Words  ?  What  and 
how  was  he,  in  the  Way,  or  out ,  a  wife  Man,  or  a 
Fool  ^  a  Sinner,  or  a  Saint  ?  Mine  Iniquities  have  ta- 
ken fuch  Hold  upon  me  that  I  am  not  able  to  look  up  *7 
They  are  more  than  the  Hairs  of  my  Head,  and  therefore 
my  Heart  faileth  me,  Pfal.  xl.  12.  Thus  he  deter- 
mines it  himfelf,  even  in  the  Midft  of  fb  praife-wor- 
thy  Things  in  this  fame  Pfalm  apparent  in  him. 
Hence  is  evident  in  like  manner,  that  your  making 
Saints  and  Sinners  Oppofites,  as  tho'  there  were  fuch 
holy  Men  that  cannot  fin,  is  ridiculous  and  vain* 
meer  Illufion  and  Flattery  of  the  Devil. 

What  with  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  what  with 
your  no  Church,  you  confound  your  felf,  and  prove 
nothing.  I  have  faid  from  Scripture  (Rom.  vi.  2, 
11,  12.)  that  the  Regenerate  do  die  unto  Sin  :  Alfo 
that  at  their  Diflblution  Sin  dies  with  them,  ibid.ver. 
7.  It  cannot  follow,  therefore,  from  Sin's  not  dy- 
ing wholly  in  them  till  it  die  with  them,  that  they 
do  not  die  unto  Sin  till  then. 

Our  Purgatory  is  the  Fountain  opened  for  Sin,  and  for 
Vncleannefs,  Zech.  xiii.  1.  the  Blood  of  Christ,  Heb.i.  3. 
ix.  14.  Tit.  ii.  14.  Rev.  i.  5.  This  purged  us  before 
our  Being,  is  ever  purging  us  till  we  die,  and  then 
has  perfectly  purged  us,  or  we  mall  never  fo  be 
purged.  But  yet  all  is  not  over  then  :  For,  ftill,  we 
must  all  appear  before  the  Judgment-Seat  of  Christ-,  &c. 
And  appear  we  mall  there,  in  the  very  fame  Cir- 
cumftances  we  die  in  •,  undeferving,  in  our  leives, 
of  any  thing  but  Wrath  •,  without  any  thing  to  re- 
ly upon  for  Acceptance  but  only  pure  Mercy,  thro* 
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the  Righteoufnefs,  Merits,  and  Satisfaction  of  our 
Saviour  j  certain  through  him  to  obtain  Mercy,  and 
fo  inftantly  to  be  inflated  in  everlafting  Happinefs 
and  Glory.  Whereas,  they  that  there  mall  plead 
their  own  Righteoufnefs,  Merits,  Perfe&ion  of  Ho- 
iinefs,  SinlefiWfs  of  Life  and  Nature,  c?v.  will  find 
themfelves  miferably  deceived;  yea,  and  as  mife- 
rably  undeceived  alfb,  v/*..  by  being  caft  out,  with 
that  within  them,  into  outer  Darknefs. 

Sinlcjfnefs  of  Nature  is  fo  falfe  a  Thing,  and  dam- 
nable a  Doclrine,  that  I  cannot  but  infift  upon  it 
yet  a  little  longer.  The  notorious  Falihood  of  it 
appears  many  Ways  \  as,  i.  From  your  own  Confid- 
ences) where  not  feared  with  a  hot  Iron  \  none  other  wife, 
I  think,  being  fo  audacious  as  to  pretend  to  Sinleif- 
nef*  themfelves.  You  were  not  fo,  tho'  high  time 
for  you  to  be  linlefs  at  your  Age,  if  requir'd, 
and  you  hope  at  all,  here  fo  to  be.  2.  From  the 
Confcience  of  other  Men  :  The  worft,  as  well  as  beft, 
of  Men  are  accused  of  Sin  by  it,  and  in  fuch  Man- 
ner and  Matters,'  that  they  cannot  but  conclude 
from  to  all  Men.  None  durft  throw  a  Stone  at  the 
Adultrefs,  John  viii.  9.  A  Caft  but  of  the  Eye  (Mat. 
v.  28.)  was  enough  to  ftop  the  cafting  of  a  Stone  at 
her  :  And  if  the  fmalleft  Sin,  of  any  Sort,  might 
do  the  like,  no  Saint s  upon  the  Earth  but  had  cer- 
tainly gone  out  as  couriered  as  the  Jews  did.  A 
real  holy  Man,  above  all  Men,  cannot  but  have  Af- 
furance  in  his  own  Heart  of  Sin  in  others.  3.  From 
the  Nature  of  Sin,  and  of  SinlefTnefs.  Our  firft  Pa- 
rents, in  their  finlefs  State,  knew  not  they  were 
naked.  Their  Eyes  were  efened  by  Sin  ,  which  alone 
could  open  them  to  fee  their  Shame.  Quakers,  ib 
called,  are  too  well  acquainted  with  Nakednefs,  to 
be  innocent.  Their  Eves,  in  this  refpect,  for  cer- 
tain, are  not  fhut.  Adam  and  Eve  could  not  beget 
other,  in  the  State  of  Sin,  than  Sinners :  And  a  Pair 
offeiltfs  Quakers  cannot  beget  other  than  perfect  In- 
nocents, 


nocents,  neither  born  in  Sin,  nor  conceiv'd  in  Ini- 
quity. Generation,  of  neceflity,  is  according  to 
the  Nature  of  the  Creature.  Nature  reflord,  pre- 
ferves  it  felf  by  the  fame  Law  as  Nature  fallen  does^ 
however  fallen,  or  reftor'd  :  Neither  can  aft  againft 
the  Law  of  Nature,  in  it  felf.  4.  From  Inflances  of 
Sin  in  the  holieft  Men  :  In  Noah,  Lot,  faithful  Abra- 
ham, Gen.  xvi.  2,4.  xxv.  6.  in  Jacob,  Mofes  himfelf 
and  Aaron,  even  juft  before  their  Death,  Num.  xx. 
12.  and  m  David,  that  Man  after  God's  own  Heart, 
A&s  xiii.  22.  themoft  recorded,  I  think,  both  for 
Weaknefles,  and  for  true  Repentance,  in  the  Scrip- 
ture ;  and,  to  acid  yet  one  more,  in  Jeremiah,  fan- 
ftified  before  he  came  forth  of  the  Womb,  Ch.  i.  5.  xx. 
t  4.,  &c.  Under  the  G  off  el  we  find  Infirmities  in  the 
Apoftlcs,  in  St.  Peter ,  Barnabas,  and  others,  Gal.  ii. 
it,  13.  more  particularly  A&s  xxi.  21,  &c.  and, 
which  may  fuirlce  for  all,  in  St*.  Paul  after  he  was 
caught  up  into  the  third  Heaven,  even  in  the  Body  for 
ought  he  knew,  and  had  heard  Words  not  lawful  for  a 
Man  to  utter.  A  Thorn  in  the  Flcfli  was  given  him  af- 
ter this,  2  Cor.  xii.  2,  4,  7.  Left  through  the  Abundance 
of  the  Revelations,  and  the  glorious  Sight  of  the  Pa- 
radife  of  God,  he  fhouid  be  exalted  above  Meafure,  be- 
come proud,  think  himfelf  without  Sin  perhaps,  the 
MeiTenger  of  Satan  was  fent  to  buffet  him  off  from 
it.  So  hated  of  God  the  Sin  of  Pride  is  ^  worfe  thau 
the  lame  and  the  blind  of  David's  Soul ;  And  we  ought 
to  think,  that  our  finlefs  Saints  fo  called,  by  them- 
felves,  have  buffeting  enough,  if  that  would  do  to 
convince  and  break  them  of  their  groundlefs  devilifh 
Pride,  and  empty  Noddle-Exaltations.  Alfb,  this 
Apofile  counts  not  himfelf  to  have  attained  already, 
to  be  already  perfeEl,  fvVeaknefs  the  Lord  imputes  to 
him  :  My  Strength  i<  made  per  fed  in  Weaknefs!)  Or  to 
have  apprehended ,  Phil.  iii.  I2j  13.  with  the  Mind,  fays 
healfo,  /  my  felf  ferve  the  Law  of  God,  but  w>th  the 
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Flefh,  the   Law  of  Sin,  Rom.  vii.  U      5.  From  the 
Teftimony  of  Scripture.     The  Flejh  luftcth  again  Si  the 
Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  again  ft  the  Flejh,  and  t  be fe  are  con- 
trary one  to    the   other,  fo  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things 
thai fye  would,  Gal.  v.  17.  If  we  fay  that  we  have  no  Sin, 
rve  deceive  our  f elves,  and  the  Truth  is  not  in  us,   I  John 
i.  8.  we  make  him,  God,  a  Liar,  ver.  1  o.     There  u  not  a 
juft  Man  upon  Earth  that  doeth  Good  and  finneth    not, 
JEccl.  vii.  20.    There  is  no  Man  that  finneth  not,  1  Kings 
viii  aj5.     We  are  all  as  unclean  things,  and  all  our  Righ- 
teoufneffes  are  as  filthy  Rags,  If  lxiv    6.     Who  can  un- 
derftand  his  Errors,  tell  how  oft  he  offendeth     If  thou 
Lord,  fhouldeft  mark  Iniquities,  O  Lord  who  fiwuld  abide? 
Pf.  xix    12.    exxx.   3.     In  many  things  we  offend   a'l, 
Tames  iii.  2.     For  Direftion  to  more  of  this,  fee  the 
Letter.     Forgive  m  our  Trefpaffes,  or  Sins,  Debts,  as  in 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  fuppofeth  Sins  in  us  all,  111  every 
Man:  and,  lead  us  nof  into  Temptation,  ihews  that  we 
mavbe-foled,  to  our  Punifliment,  even  as  Trefpaf- 
fers    as  Sinners.     Pur  Saviour  teftifies  fufhciently 
aeainft  our  SinleffnVs  in  that   Queftion,  Which  of 
you  convinced  me   of  Sin?  John  viii.  4tf.     His  Argu- 
ment in  this  had  been  of  no  Force  agamft  the  Jews, 
or  for  himfelf,  if  other  Men  may  be  without  Sin  as 
well  as  he.     6.  And  laftly,  From  Faith  and  imputed 
Riehteoufnefs  :  The  Juft  fall  lively  faith,  Hab.  a,  4. 

Cat  iii-  11.  And  the  Juft  is  >u(i:  b?  Faithj  a  l0  VerJ 
8  '  But  in  a  finlefs  Mature  all  the  Law  of  God,  and 
Chrift,  is  fulfilled  by  Works-,  and,  The  Man  that 
doth  them  fhall  live  in  them,  ver.  U.  ™c  by  Faith. 
Pretence  of  Smleffnefs,  is  renouncing  ot  Faith.  All 
our  Riehteoufnefs  is  by  Imputation,  Bom.  iv.  Thus 
is  Chrift  made  unto  us  Wifdom  and  Right eoufnefs,  and 
Santtification  and  Redemption,  yea,  and  Hokiefs^  and 
Perfection  of  Kolineis,  and  all  things,  1  Cor.  1.  30. 
Rom  viii.  32.  Anfwerably  alfo  our  Sins  are  forgive*, 
covered,  not  imputed,   2  Cor.  v.  19-    Rom.  iv.  ^Pi. 
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Xxxii.  i,  2.  Which  Imputation,  and  Non-Impu- 
tation, proves  that  which  is  imputed,  and  not  im- 
puted to  be,  the  one  in  us,  and  the  other  wanting 
in  us,  all  our  Days.  Sinlejfnefs,  from  the  Beginning 
of  it,  puts  a  Stop  to  this,  to  imputed  Righteoui- 
nefs  and  not  imputed  Sin,  and  to  the  Faith  of  it  ^ 
contradicts  it,  and  is  contradicted  by  it,  and  by- 
Scripture  every  where  concerning  it.  Further,  fure 
it  is  that  this  Imputation  and  Non-Imputation  is  efc 
fe&ual  unto  Life  without  Sinlejfnefs  of  Nature  :  Al- 
fo  that  Sinlelfnefs  is,  at  leaft  as  conceivably  attain- 
able without  this  Imputation  and  Non-Imputation, 
as  with  it :  And  then  St.  Paul  has  taken  much  Pains 
to  little  Purpofe.  I  have  been  tedious  in  the  Proof 
of  a  thing  that  does  not  want  proving,  were  it  not 
for  the  malicious  Stubbornefs,  and  ferpentine  De- 
ceit, of  that  within  you. 

7.  Swear  not  at  all  is  expounded  by  our  Saviour,  in  his 
following  Words,  But  let  your  Communication  be  yea,  yea? 
nay,  nay  -,  as  we  tranflate  it :  Which  denotes  a  fpea- 
king  here  of  common  Converfation  :  But  taken 
thus,  Let  your  Speech  be  yea,  yea,  &c.  it  is  ftill  a- 
like  :  For  fwearing  by  Heaven,  by  the  Earth,  byj*- 
rufalem,  &c.  was  not  in  Ufe  before  Magiftrates  -,  but 
in  Converfation  only  •,  and  therefore  here  named 
as  only  fuch  Abufes,  wherein  God  was  offended  and 
prophaned,  both  as  Proprietor  of  thefe  Things, 
which  our  Saviour  fignifies  -,  and,  yet,  as  poftpon'd 
to  them  idolatroufly  fworn  by.  Swearing  by  God 
him  (elf  in  Vows,  as  of  old  Time,  is  as  unneceifary 
and  vain,  forbidden  here  alfo,  in  the  Words  [wear 
not  at  all.  So  that  the  fwearing  here  forbidden  by 
our  Saviour,  is  unneceifary,vain,  prophane,  idolatrous 
fwearing,  and  fuch  like  only. 

The  jipoflle  James,  who  knew  his  Meaning,  is  very 
plain  according  to  the  fame  Meaning,  and  Words 
both.  And  our  Saviour's,  [wear  not  at  all,  as  is  plain 
and  comprehenfive,  as  St.  James  his  not  by  any  other

Oath  «,  which  means  only,  of  like  Nature  with  the 
mentioned. 

Hear  God  himfelf  concerning  this,  If.  xlv.  23.  / 
have  [worn  by  my  felfj  the  Word  is  gone  out  of  my  Mouth 
in  Right  eoufnefs,  and  foall  not  return,  that  unto  me  every 
Tongue  Jh all  [wear ,  i.e.  to  me  only,  Idols  being  re- 
nounced, ver.  20.  thereby  confeifing  me  only  to  be 
God.     And  thus  God's  People  always,  and  at  laft 
all  Nations,  fhall  fwear  and  confefs  to  God.     St. 
Paul  appeals  to  this  Place  alio  in  his  Gofpel-Preach- 
ing^  Rem.  xiv.  1 1 .  For  it  is  written,  As  I  live,  faith 
the  Lord,  every  Knee  Jhall  bow   to  me,  and  every  Tongue 
floall  confefs  to  God.     Swear  is  the  exprefs  Word,  as  we 
fee  above.     Swearing  therefore  is  one  Way  of  con- 
feiftng  God,  of  conreffing  to  him,  of  honouring  him, 
of  worfhipping,  fanttifying,  or  hallowing  his  Name-7 
which,  as  juft  Occafions   oifer,   is  to  be  pra&ifed  -, 
notwithstanding  any  other  here  comprehended  Con- 
feffions  to  be  alfo  made.     And  thus,  as  well  as  o- 
ther  Ways,  doth  every  Chriftian  Tongue  confefs, 
and  is  ready  to  confefs,  among  us  with  luffing  of 
the  Gofpel,  that  Jefos  Chris!  is  Lord  to  the  Glory  of 
God  the  Father,  Phil.  ii.   11.     God's  own  Words,  his 
Oath,  his  own  fwearing,  by  himfelf,  his  lb  extraor- 
dinary enforcing  of  what  he   here  makes  known 
to  us,  may  furely  go  for  Authority  enough  in  this 
Concern,   and  Direction  both.     They  that  whollv 
reprobate  the  Oath  of  God,  that  oppofe  and  ever 
actually  refufe  it,  on  whatever  righteous  and  necef- 
fary  Account  required,  do  not  confefs  God,  or  Je- 
fus Chris!  to  be  the  Lord  ,  nor  confefs  to  either  -,  but, 
therein,  deny  God,  and  Jefm  Chris!  :  Profefs'd  Atheifvs 
they  are,   fo  far  ;  In  that,  of  Confequence,  fuch 
Men  are  Anti-chriflian.     Swearing  to  God,  or    by 
him,  cannot  in  the  Nature  of  it  be  unlawful,  or  for- 
bidden, but  only  as  accompanied  with  Prophana- 
tion.     We  have  heard,  and  read  in  many  Places,  of 
God's  Swearing  ;  We  read  alio  of  an  AngeV?  Swea- 
ring 
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ring,  Dan.  xii.  7.  tho'  termed  there  a  Man  :  And 
of  another  Angel's  Swearing,  Rev.  x.  6.  which  laft  is 
believed  to  have  been,  and  without  Doubt  was,  Jefiu 
Christ.  I  need  not  fpeak  of  Men,  after  this  :  Only 
St.  Paul  is  remarkable  in  thefe  Words,  Behold,  be- 
fore God,  I  lye  not,  Gal.  i.  20.  And,  /  potest  by  your 
Rejoicing,  iCor.  xv.  31.  All  this  is  founded  upon 
God's  being  the  God  of  Truth.  Man  is  not  to  be  cre- 
dited ^  Every  Mans  a  Lyar,  Rom.  iii.  4.  And  as  God 
fware  by  himfelf,  as  the  greater!:,  Heb.  vi.  13.  fo 
Men  verily  fwear  by  the  greater,  i.  e.  than  which  no 
greater  is:  And  an  Oath  of  Confirmation  is  to  them  an 
End  of  all  Strife,  ver.  i<5.  In  judiciary  Determina- 
tions of  Controverfies  this  was  pra&iied  in  thofe 
Days,  and  is  obferved  to  us  without  Rebuke.  Con- 
fider,  now,  What  wide  Gate  can  this  open  to  Drun- 
kards ?  What  wide  Gate  can  putting  Men  to  Death, 
in  the  way  of  Juftice,  open  to  Murderers,  and  Cut- 
throats ?  'Tis  pity  Quakers  had  not  fet  them  (elves  as 
obftinately  againft  Lying  at  any  time,  as  they  have 
againft  Qaths,  at  any  time  legitimately  requir'd  and 
adminiftred. 

8.  If  I  bear  Witnefs  of  my  f elf ,  my  Witnefs  is  not  true, 
faidour  bleiled  Saviour,  iuppofmg  himfelf  what  the 
Jews  did  only  take  him  for,  a  meer  Man.  You 
certainly  are  but  meer  Men;  Your  witneifing  there- 
fore of  your  felves  is  indeed  not  true  :  It 'is  not  to  be 
received.  Our  Saviour  is  not  a  City,  a  Houfe,  divi- 
ded against  it  felf.  If  his  Spirit,  in  you,  overthrow 
his  Doctrine,  he  is  divided  againft  himfelf.  That 
Spirit  therefore  in  you  that  doth  overthrow  his 
Doctrine,  his  Ordinances,  his  Gofpel,  is  none  of 
his,  but  the  evil  One,  the  Spirit  of  Error,  of  Fal- 
fhood,  the  Devil  in  you. 

Only  the  true  Believer  hath  the  Witnefs  in  himfelf. 
Many  of  the  verier!  Reprobates  in  the  Nation  are 
truer  Believers  than  any  of  the  beft  of  the  Quakers 
are,  by  far  •,  as  mifled  by  Inconfideration  only,  with- 
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out  oppofing  Chris?  other  wife  than  thereby,  and  by 
Workilinefs,  and  Vanities.  You  are  Believers  and 
Witneifes  with  a  Wltnefs  %  falfe  Witnefles  and  Belie- 
vers, Witneffes  againfi  Chrift  :  You  have  had  iiiffici- 
ent  Proof  of  it.  How  mould  he  the  true  and  faith- 
ful W:tmfs  be  in  you  then,  or  have  to  do  with 
you  ?  Swearing  here  brought  in  again,  is  anfwerd 
to  above. 

9.  Jujlification,  from  Sin  and  all  Sinfulnefs,  is  at* 
tainab'e  by  Faith  in  Chrift  ;  but  SinleiThefs  of  Na- 
ture is  not  attainable  thereby,  nor  confiftent  with 
it.  Your  Faith  in  that  is  falfe  Faith.  Only  Chrift 
himfelf  was  of  a  fmlefs  Nature.  This  has  been  difc 
cours^i  at  large,  already. 

Finifhing  Trarifgrefficn,  and  making  an  End  of  Sifts,  is 
by  making  Kecnciliation  for  Iniquity,  the  very  next 
VVords,  had  you  thought  it  fit  to  feem  ;  by  bringing 
in  everlafting  Righteoufnefs,  the  Son  of  Righteoufnefs,  the 
Lord  our  Righteoifnefs,  to  be  made  Sin  for  us,  that  we  might 
be  made  the  Righteoufnefs  of  Cod  in  him,  2  Cor.  v.  21 .  You 
will  not  fee  what  you  do  not  like  -,  and  wnat  you 
do  ree,  you  do  corrupt  and  wreft. 

My  Charges  are  not  anfwered  to  by  you,  to  your 
Juftification,  in  any  thing.  I  might  have  added  to 
them,  materially,  that,  Quakers  are  not  within  the 
Cwenant  of  Grace.  Covenants  muft  be  fign'd  and 
feal'd,  other  wile  they  are  not  enter'd  into  by  any. 
The  Sign  and  Seal  is  to  be  vifible  and  plain  •,  and  in 
trr's  Covenant  fuch  as  God  has  himfelf  prefcrib'd  i  . 
Cncumrificn  was  appointed  Abraham  and  his  Pofterity, 
Rom*  W.  ii.  Under  the  Goflel,  on  God's  Part,  Chrift 
cruaficd  is  the  Seal  %  as,  in  the  Promife,  he  alfo  was 
at  covenanting  at  ftrft  with  Mankind,  upon  the  Fall, 
Cen.  Hi.  i  <.  which  the  Jews  had  lively  Types  of,  in 
thtir  bloo  !y  Sacrifices  ;  and  to  whom  he  was  foretold 
as  tie  Meifenge  or  Angel  of  the  Covenant,  Mai.  iii.  i. 
and  a^  or  the  Covenant,  viz.  of  the  People,  Ifa.  xlii.  6. 
Xiix.  8.    For  a  Si§a  and  Seal  on  Man's  Part  Baptifm 
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with  Water,  plain  and  vifible,  is  given  ;  fo  anfwer- 
ing  to  Circumcifion  alfo  :  In  which  Baptifm,  of Repen- 
tame  for  the  Remlffion  of  Sin s,  we  openly  fign  and  feal 
the  Covenant;  publickly  aifent  to  it,  and  to  the 
Terms  thereof.  Upon  this,  then,  we  are  actually  co- 
venanted with.  Hereby  we  flee  from  the  Wrath  to  comey 
have  an  Earneft  of  Mercy  given  us.  In  this  we  are 
dead  and  buried  with  Chrift  \  herein  we  are  alfo  rifen 
with  him,  planted  together  both  in  the  Likenefs  of  his 
Death,  and  alfo  of  his  Refurretlion,  Rom.  vi.  3,  &c* 
Col.  ii.  12.  With  this,  as  the  Chriftian  Sign  and 
Seal,  was  ordained  alfo  the  Lord's  Suffer,  particular- 
ly thus  to  be  acknowledged.  As  he  the  Covenant 
if  felf  came,  fo  came  the  Sign  and  Seal  of  it,  by  Wa- 
ter and  Blood  ',  not  by  Water  only,  but  by  Water  and  Bloody 
1  John  v.  6.  Jefus  gave  the  Bread  as  his  own  Body, 
broken,  crucified,  for  us  -,  commanding  to  receive, 
take  and  eat  it.  The  Cup  he  gave  as  his  own  Blood, 
with  Command  to  receive  and  drink  it  as  his  Blood 
of  the  New  Teftament ;  the  New  Tcftament  in  his  Blood. 
Teftament  is  alfo  Covenant,  and  fo  is  his  Blood  cal- 
led the  Blood  of  the  Covenant,  the  Blood  of  the  ever  I  aft  ing 
Covenant,  Heb.  x.  29.  xiii.  20.  Such  then  is  our 
Saviour's  Ordinance  of  his  Body  and  Blood,  and  of 
our  receiving  it :  Such  is  his  Teftimony  concerning 
it ;  obliging  certainly  to  the  receiving  of  that 
his  Ordinance.  He  that  hath  received  his  Teftimony,  hath 
fet  to  his  Seal  that  God  is  true,  John  hi.  33.  true  in  his 
Teftimony,  true  in  his  Covenant.  And  he  that  hath 
received  his  Body  and  Blood,  as  ordained  and  te- 
{lifted  of,  hath  received  his  Teftimony.  By  this  Seal 
fet  to,  then,  fuch  an  one  is  in  Covenant  with  God 
for  eternal  Life  ;  is  within  the  Covenant  of  Grace. 
And  becaufe  fallen  Man,  in  the  Infirmities  of  Na- 
ture, is  betray'd  often  into  Sin,  i.  e.  Breach  of  Co- 
venant, render'd,  as  it  were,  void  thereby  -,  and 
that  the  Purpofe  of  this  bleffed  Body  and  Blood, 
efpecially  in  the  Lord's  Supper,  was  alfo  for  a  Remedy 
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againft  this  Evil,  Recourfe,  in  a  lively  Faith  and 
true  Repentance,  is  frequently  to  be  had  to  this  holy 
Supper  ^  wherein  Man  both  renews  his  Covenant, 
iealing  it  ftill  again,  and  hath  it  mutually  rene  Vd, 
and,  with  the  Forgivenefs  of  his  Sins,  feaPd  ftill 
again  unto  him.  The  Fountain  open'd  for  Sin,  and 
for  Uncleannefs,  keeps  always  running  ;  and  running 
there  muft  always  be  unto  it.  Wherefore  they  that 
have  not  thus  fet  to  their  Seal,  that,  through  Con- 
tempt, or  Neglect,  have  no  way  fign'd,  nor  feald, 
neither  by  Baptifm,  nor  the  Lord's  Supper,  are  not  with- 
in the  Covenant  of  Grace  •,  but  remain  in  the  fame 
State  which  fallen  Man  was  in  before  Covenant  of 
Grace  made  with  him,  viz.*  under  Sentence  of  eter- 
nal Death :  As  all  that  content  themfelves  with 
Baptifoi  only,  through  living  in  continual  Breach  of 
Covenant,  are  in  much  a  like  Condition.  And  where- 
as Quakers,  in  a  peremptory  obftinate  Defiance  of 
clear  Gofpel-Light  and  Admonition,  and  a  refolute 
contemptuous  oppofing  of  all  Chriftian  Practice  and 
Example,  continually  before  their  Eyes,  harden 
themfelves  in  their  being  and  Continuance  out  of 
Covenant  with  God,  out  of  the  Covenant  of  Grace, 
in  the  miierable  loft  Condition  fpoken  of,  it  yet  far- 
ther, and  more  clearly,  proves  the  Charges  you 
complain  of,  as  moft  juftly  brought  againft  you  \ 
that  you  are,  in  very  Deed  real  Antlchrlfts  lifted  and 
employ'd  as  purely  fuch,  in  the  proper  Intereft  of 
the  Devil. 

Chrift's  Body  and  Blood,  given  for  us,  is  commemo- 
rated in  the  Bread  and  Wine  once  a  Month  in  all  the 
Churches  of  thisGity,  and  the  Adjacencies  thereof  j 
andinfbme,  if  I  miftake  not,  every  Sabbath  Day; 
fbme  where  or  other  at  leaft  it  is  fo  •,  and  more 
than  once  a  Year,  dreamt  of  by  you,  in  all  the 
Churches  in  the  Kingdom.  What  I  fpake  of  annual 
Days,  was  on  Account  of  your  particularly  difco- 
vered  Grief  and  Anguifh  on  thole  Days,  for  the 
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Rembrance  of  thrift's  Benefits  then  Co  folemnly 
kept  up  by  us,  and  of  your  uttermoft  oppofing 
it,  in  your  open  Shops,  and  prophane  Occupations 
at  the  fame  time,  and  other  teftified  Diflikes,  con- 
tradicting the  lawfully  ordained,  and  reafonably 
airented 'to  and  accuftomed  Obfervation  of  the  fame. 
A  poor  Remembrance  of  our  Saviour  is  better  than 
none  at  all :  How  much  better  then,  than  an  eve- 
ry way  obftinate  induftrious  forgetting  of  him, 
as  if  you  would,  were  it  that  you  could,  root  out 
the  Remembrance,  or  Remcmbring,  of  him  from  the 
Earth. 

Here  now  you  are  at  the  Church  of  Rome  again  : 
I  wifh  you  han't  a  Pope  m  your  Sleeve,  after  all,  or 
in  your  Belly.     Five  or  fix  times  have  you  fled  to 
them  for  Help  :  No  good  Sign,  be  it  how  it  will. 
Well,  let  me  now  fuppofe  my  felf  of  that  Church  -7 
or  yet  a  Turk,  or  Jew  :  What  then  ?  Your  Under- 
taking is  to  defend  your  own  Principles,  not  to  cen- 
fure  mine.     My  bad  ones  don't  make  y&irs  good. 
You  are  not  in,   becaufe  I  am  out.     Other  Rocks 
there  are   to  fplit    upon  befides  Popery.    I  have 
explained  my  ieif  fufflciently    already,  as  to  the 
Bread  and  Cup  :  Yet,  to  your  Queftion  as  to  Tranfub- 
ftantiation  I  anfwer,  no.     I  might  anfwer  better  by 
another  Queftion,What  is  that  to  you  ?  You  neither 
allow  the  Bread  and  Cup  in  their  natural  Subftance, 
nor  tranfubflantiated,  nor   any  how.     You   reje£l 
the  Ordinance  it  felf,  with  the  Obligatorinefs  of  it  j 
and  therein,  as  has  been  fhew'd,  the  Son  of  God,  the 
Author  of  it,  alfo.     This  you  likewife  do  in  deny- 
ing to  fhew  forth  his  Death  by  it :  As  alfo  in  deny- 
ing the  Benefits  thereby,  particularly  eternal  Life. 
Whofo  eateth  my  Fleflj,  and  drinhth  my  Blood,  hath  e- 
ternal  Life.     Except  ye  eat  my  Fleflj,  and  drink  my  Bloody 
ye  have  no  Life  in  you,  John  vi.*53,  54.     Sure  you 
Quakers  grant  this,  and  fo  pretend  to  eat  this  Flelh, 
and  drink  this  Blood  fomehow  :    But  I  hold  it  evi- 
dent 
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dent,  already  made  out,  that  it  cannot  be  eaten  and 
drunken  any  how,  in  any  Seiife  whatever,  but  only 
with,  and  in,  eating  and  drinking  the  Cup  and  Bread 
commanded. 

10.  Scandalous  enough  indeed  the  Charge  is  here, 
but  not  falie ;  fcandalous  to  lie  under,  to  deferve  ; 
and  'twere  well  if  that  were  all.     You  feem  to  hear- 
ken after  Demonftration  :  But  by  demon ftr able,  I  in- 
tended alfo  demonstrated,  as  I  think  the  Charge  is, 
fuificiently,  in  the   Letter.     From  within,  out  of  the 
Heart  of  Men,  proceed  evil  Thoughts,  Adulteries,  Fornica- 
tions, &c.  Mark  vii.  2 1 .     From  thence  then,  i.  e,  from 
that  within,  much  rather  muft  proceed  Prophanations, 
Blafphemies,  Dollrines  of  Devils,  accurfed  other  Gof- 
fels,  Sec.    The  Gofpel  preach'dand  receiv'd  by  you, 
is  another  Gofpel  -,  other  than  was  preached  by  the  A- 
foftles  }  other  than  was  preached  by  Chrift }  other  than 
has  been  received  by  any  Chriftians  in  the  World. 
Your  Doffirines  are  Dottrines  of  Devils,  i  Tim.  iv.  i . 
Thefe  other,  thefe  Devils  Doctrines,  can  proceed  on- 
ly from  within,  from   that  within,  from   that  evil 
Spirit,  the  Devil^  within  your  Heart.     And  while 
thefe  are  attributed  by  you,  though  under  a  contra- 
ry concerned  Notion  of  them,  to  the  Holy  Ghoft,  you 
attribute  to  the  Holy  Ghoft  that  which  is  owing  to 
the  Devil  *,  taking  this  evil  Spirit  for  that  holy  one. 
I  have  pretty  well  confined  my  felf,  all  along,  to 
thole  few  things  ftarted  at  fir  ft,  in  our  Difcourie  ; 
and  if  thefe  alone  prove  fo  effectively  againft  you, 
what  would  they  do  with  the  reft  of  your  (doubt- 
lefs)  wicked -Fa lfhood  muftered  all  together  ?  One 
of  them  let  me  here  take  Notice  of,  viz..  that  auda- 
cious Provocation,    and  conftant  blafphemous  Af- 
front in  your  Aflemblies,  where,  after  having  bree- 
ched it  long  enough,  in  a  lowring,  glowting  Silence, 
in  Expectation  of  the  Spirit's  burfting  out  in  you, 
one  or  other  ftarts  up  at  laft,  pretending  to  be  juft 
infpired  with  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  impudently  dares 
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to  vent  his  miferable  devilifh.  Raptures  and  Infla- 
tions as  from  htm.  Frightful,  abominable  Prefump- 
tion  !  Of  all  the  People  in  the  World,  fome  of 
which  certainly  are  God's,  and  muft  be  bleiTed  with 
the  gracious  Influences  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  who  at 
any  time  are  driven  into  fuch  frantick  impious 
Pretenfions,  with  thefe  prjfejfed  Quakers  t  What  De- 
monftrations,  and  how  many  of  them  would  you 
have  of  the  Devil's  being  that  within  you  I  But  the 
Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  the  Fa- 
ther will  fend  in  my  Name,  he  ilia  11  teach  you 
all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  Remembrance 7 
whatfoever  I  have  [aid  unto  you,  John  xiv.  26.  Now 
obferve  :  Go  ye  and  teach  all  Nation?,  baptizing  them,  &c» 
He  that  believeth,  and  is  baptised,  jliall  be  faved,  &c. 
(Jefus  took  Bread,  &c.  and  fa  id,)  Take,  eat  -,  this  is 
my  Body.  This  is  my  Body,  which  is  given  for  you  .•  This 
do  inRcmembrance  of  me.  (And  he  took  the  Cup,  &c. 
faying,)  Drink  ye  all  of  it,  &c.  Thefe  are  Things 
faid  by  our  Saviour  to  his  Difciples,  being  yet  pre- 
fent  with  them  ;  and  fo  of  thole  which  he  promi- 
led  the  Holy  Ghost  fliould  bring  into  their  Remem* 
brance,  after,  when  as  gone  away  from  them  ;  and 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  did  actually  bring  into  their 
Remembrance ;  and,  further,  move  the  Evangelifis 
to  pen,  and  leave  written,  for  after-Comers  to  re- 
member. Wherefore,  that  within  Quakers,  which 
brings  thefe  very  things  <?*/•  of  their  Remembrance, 
that  afts  herein  directly  contrary  to  the  Holy  Ghcfi7 
muft  be  a  quite  contrary  Spirit  to  him  •  muft  be,  that 
is,  the  Devil.  Put  this  now  alfo  to  the  Ren:,  for 
ibmething  yet  of  ftill  further  Demonstration:  And 
mark  withal,  that  if  what  Quakers  hold  be  true,  viz,* 
that  that  within  them  is  ever  in  them,  then,  on  this 
Account,  and  in  that  Refpett  (for  miftake  me  not) 
it  is  true  to  fay,  when  and  wherever  we  fee  a  Qua- 
ker, that,  here,  there,  or  yonder  is,  or  &oes  die 
■Devil. 
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ii.  -CW#  ffcda  well  to  be  angry  ?  It  is  enough  for  a 
Sinner  to  fall  into  a  Pa ffi on.  I  am  mistaken,  or  of- 
fenfive,  in  praying  for  you  !  Forgive  me  this  Wrong. 
And  yet  remember  too,  that  I  did  dfftinguiih  be- 
tween the  Sin,  and  a  Sin,  againft  the  HolyGhoB.  Al- 
io, he  Is  able  to  do,  exceedingly  abundant,  above  all  that 
we  can  a>k  or  think. 

il.  Be  angry,  yet  again,  and  fin  not.  I  have  not 
faid  that  you  verbally  alfert  what  you  here  ipeak 
of.  You  know  that  I  declar'd  you  blind  Men,  and 
mifled.  A  blind  Idolator  will  not  tell  you  that 
what  he  worfhips  is  an  Idol,  but  the  true  God  : 
Yet  for  as  much  as  that  he  worfhips  is  indeed  an 
Idol,  in  alferting  of  it  to  be  God,  he  afferts  the  Idol 
to  be  God.  You  afTert  that  within  you  to  be  the 
holy  Spirit,  the  Finger  of  God,  the  Holy  Ghost.  But 
for  as  much  as 'tis  in  very  Truth  the  evil  Spirit,  the 
Devil,  Beelzebub,  ill  afTerting  it  to  be  the  holy  Spirit, 
&c.  you  alfert  the  evil  Spirit,  the  Devil,  Beelzebub, 
the  Prince  of  Devils  in  you,  to  be  the  holy  Spirit, 
the  Finger  of  God,  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  you.  Mark  alfo, 
that  you  here  out-do  the  very  Devil  in  your  Wic- 
kednefs.  He  maketh  bold  with  Jngels  in  all  their 
Light,  as  Fellow-Creature?  *9  transforming  himfelf 
accordingly  :  But  we  do  not  rend,  I  think,  of  his 
perfbnating  God  •  the  Holy  Ghoft :  he  is  reftrainM 
from  that,  without  doubt :  Only  he  fubcily  enters 
into  Men,  fills  their  Heart  with  Pride,  Lies  and 
Falfhood,  cheats  and  bewitches  them,  ('you  Qua- 
hrs  I  now  am  1  peaking  of)  into  an  unalterable  Per- 
fuafion  of  their  own  Worth,  Altrits,  fin'lefs  State, 
and  abfblute  Infallibility,  far  beyond  the  Pope\  with 
daily  never-failing  Inspirations,  &c.  and  all  as  pro- 
ceeding from  and  grounded  upon  the  holy  Spirit 
of  God,  whilft  yet  the  bare  Effects  and  Artifices  of 
himfelf,  the  Devil.  What  he  dares  not  fay  or  of- 
fer, he  brings  thefe  Miferables  to  affirm,  believe, 
and  maintain  with  their  Lives  and  Fortunes.     O 
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Church  of  Rome  I  what  Hand  haft  thou  in  this  ? 
Or  muft  the  Right  Hand  of  Fellowfhip  be  given  to 
the  Quakers  f 

We  have  had  a  Smack,  at  leaft,  of  Popery  here,  a- 
midft  our  Quakery  \  and,  indeed,  I  cannot  think  any 
Pc  pirn  Error  wanting,  but  rather  only  to  lie  hid- 
den in  it  ^  fwallowed,  as  it  were,  up  of  it  •  or  other- 
wife,  by  the  Craft  of  that  within,  fubtily  exalted  out 
of  Sight.  Let  me  fay,  Quakers  have  the  plain  Ap- 
pearance of  a  reformed  Sort  of  Monks  and  Fr'ars  , 
exactly  well  agreeing  with  them  both,  as  Sheep, 
and  Wolves,  ox  Wolves  in  Sheep  Cloathing,  peculiar- 
ly fuch,  if  there  be  any  fuch,  among  Proteftants.  A 
Quaker,  by  his  Cloathing,  may  be  taken,  or  mifta- 
ken,  as  eafily  as  a  Monk,  for  the  Sheep  himfeif. 
But  what  Monk  fo  innocent,  fo  harmlefs,  of  ib  ihee- 
pifh  a  finlefs  Nature  as  this  is  ?  And  what  he  is  with- 
in, and  what  that  within  is,  we  have  been  inftru&ed: 
A  ravening  Wolf,  preying  even  upon  the  Soul,  he 
muft  be  by  Confequence  :  A  ranging  Bear,  a  roar- 
ing Lion,  i  Pet.  v.  8.  might  be  laid  of  it.  Bewart, 
is  well  admonifh'd,  then,  on  this  Occafion  ;  as  friend- 
ly, tame  Beafts  as  they  outwardly  appear  :  Beware 
of  their  Coming,  Cloathing,  Office,  Falfcoood :  Beware 
of  them  inwardly,  of  the  Monk,  the  Wolf,  the  Bear, 
the  Lion  in  them  -,  of  that  within  them.  Father 
Whitehead  will  give  us  Leave,  I  hope,  to  beware  as 
carefully  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  as  he  willingly  would 
feem  to  beware  himfeif  of  it.  I  pafs  over,  with  Sus- 
picion only,  the  yearly  general  Confluence  of  this 
People,  as  at  this  Time,  from  all  Quarters  of  the 
Kingdom  to  this  City.  It  might  be  worth  obser- 
ving tho\,  That  only  they  have  this  Cuftom  in  our 
Nation:  That,  as  pretended  Proteftants,  they  ha  ve; 
no  more  Need  of  it,  nor  Reafon  to  give  why  they 
ihould  be  fuftered  in  it,  than  any  others  may  pre- 
tend to :  That  their  Polity  herein  is  conformable 
enough  to  that  of  the  Popifli  Monafticks,  in  their 
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yearly  hurrying,  according  to  their  feveral  Orders, 
to  their  Superiors  at  Rome  \  which  here  with  us 
they  are  cut  off  from,  feveral  Ways  :  That  if  any 
Popilh  M  ifionaries  may  be  fuppofed  to  be  difper- 
fed  up  and  down  in  our  Countries,  they  cannot 
have  a  better  Covert  for  their  meeting  and  con- 
futing with  one  another,  yearly  and  conftantly, 
iafe  and  unfufpecled,  than  this  particular  one  of  the 
Quakers  is. 

,  Notwithftanding  all  this  tho',  here  at  laft  we  have 
'a  Challenge  bravely  given,  by  one  that  is  not  us'd 
to  fight  neither,  to  the  Devil.  It  would  be  good 
Diverfion  to  fee  a  Battle  between  the  Devil  and  a 
Quaker  j  but  the  Devil  will  not  meddle,  Man,  in  this 
Cafe  ;  It  is  againft  his  Intereft.  You  forget  too 
Jiow  much  you  are  in  his  Books.  Alio,  the  Quar- 
rel i~,  I  hope,  already,  if  it  be  not  your  Fault,  ami- 
cably ended,  without  boxing,  and  fo,  perhaps,  your 
^eating  one  another's  Eyes  out. 

Happy  were  f jch  a  Man  that  had  not  any  Error 
or  evil  Doing,  to  repent  of  and  undo  }  or  rather, 
one  of  the  moft  unhappy,  a  Quaker ,  he  muft  be,  that 
ihould  hold  himfeif  for  fuch  a  Man.  Jpoftafy  I 
fpake  of  in  Uncertainty  •,  as  fignified  in  thofe  Words, 
If  Imiftakenot.  Though  I  think  ftill  1  did  not  mi- 
ibke,  but  that  you  obferv'd  to  me  your  Depar- 
ts e  from  the  Church  at  about  fourteen  Years  of  Age, 
or  the  Time  when  you  had  your  Controveriy  with 
the  Country  JMinifter  about  Predeftination,  as  you  re- 
lated it.  !Nor  do  you  pofitively  deny  it  here  in 
this  Place. 

But,  what  Evil  have  you  Co  long  been  doing  ? 
Why,  endeavouring  not  to  keef%  but  to  break,  the  V<* 
pity  of  the  Spirit,  the  Unity  of  the  Body  of  Cnrift,  of 
the  Hope  of  Chriflian  Calling,  of  Faith,  and  of  the 
Knowledge  of  the  Sov  of  God :,  to  break  the  Bovd  of 
Tcace,  Eph.  iv.  You  have  been  oppofing  and  divi- 
ding Chrfftj  fomenting  your  Dnrifions,  inculcating 
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your  damnable  Herefies,  beguiling  unftable  Souls,  lea- 
ding them  in  theWay  of  Damnation.  You  have  been 
playing  the  Anfichrift,  aflifting  in  the  Gates  of  Hell, 
Mat.  xvi.  1 8.  miniftring  for  Satan,  ferving,  worship- 
ping, and  facrificing  as  Prieft  of  Baal,  Baal-zeebub, 
Beelzebub :  Read  your  Letter  o'er  again,  and  learn 
from  thence  what  you  have  fo  long  been  doing  ;  and 
vndo,  if  you  would  not  be  undone. 

Your  Severities,  here  alfo,  I  fuffer  chearfuliy  : 
Your  Revenge  in  them  I  pity,  and  am  forry  for: 
Objections,  both,  againft  pretended  SinlefTnefs.  My 
own  Offenfiv ene Is  lexcufe  by  theOccafion  of  it,  your 
pernicious  Principles  \  againft  which  it  is  only  level- 
Jed,  and  not  your  Pertbns.  My  Prayers  for  you  I 
mail  not  be  difcouraged  in.  I  conclude  with  them, 
that  God  would  pleale  to  diipoffefs  you,  of  the  evil 
Spirit  \  to  take  out  of  you  that  within  you,  and 
give  you  a  new  Heart  ^  and  a  new  Spirit,  his  own  holy 
Spirit,  who  guideth,  not  into  Ravery,  but  Truth, 
into  all  Truth,  into  the  Communion  of  Saitoh  in 
Truth  *,  even  into  Fellowship  with  the  Father,  and 
with  the  Son  (i  John  i.  3.)  and  with  himfelf.  That 
it  may  pleale  him  to  anoint  your  Eyes  with  Eye-Sa've, 
that  you  may  fee,  and  know  that  ye  are  wretched,  and  mi- 
fcrable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and  naked  ',  and  may  withal 
confefs  your  being  fo,  confefs  your  Sins  -,  that  lb 
his  Faithfulnefs  and  Jufiice  be  not  obftru&ed  in  for- 
giving them.  To  this  EffecT:  your  Accufer  prays  for 
you  daily.  Poor  People  !  You  thought  you  could 
not  be  accus'd  of  any  thing,  nor  of  any  one }  could 
have  no  Accufer  :  Alas  !  the  Accufer  is  to  be  dreaded 
yet  by  you  j  your  own  Thoughts  and  Confidences  like- 
wife  will  accufe  you  :  Mofes  is  one  that  accufeth,  and 
will  accufe  you,  in  his  Law  :  Chrift  will  accufe  you, 
in  his  Gofpel,  in  his  Word,  that  fhall  alio  judge  you, 
John  xii.48.  .The  great  King  and  Judge  of  all  will 
accufe  you  in  judging  you,  Mat.  xxv.  42.  Accufe 
your  felves,  therefore,  and  fuffer  your  felves  to  be 
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accufed,  now  in  Time  ^  and  judge  your  felves,  in 
Time,  i  Cor.  xi.  31.  if  you  would  not  be  thus  for- 
row fully  accus'd  and  judged  when  Tme  flail  be  no 
longer.  With  the  Prayer,  fuch  is  further  the  Ad- 
vice of

TJB.  I  having  lately  perufed  thy  Book,  entituPd, 
Xi«  A  Letter  from  a  Churchman  to  a  Quaker,  without 
Diftin&ioa  what  Churchman  thou  art,  whe- 
ther Komifh  or  Church  of  England  :,  I  thought  meet 
to  give  thee  Notice  of  fome  PafTages  in  it  for  thy 
farther  Confideration. 

I  obferve  thou  writeft  feverely  often  over,  againft 
thatwith'.n  in  thofe  general  Words  without  our  Di- 
ftin&ion  •,  though  thou  waft  plainly  told  in  my 
Letter  what  that  Principle  within  is,  which  we  (i.  e.

&~3r  What  a  prefumptuous  Calumny  is  this  ! 
Arc  thou  acquainted  with,  or  certainly  knoweft  all 
the  Reprobates  and  Quakers  in  the  Nation?  Who 
ca  1  believe  thee  ?  And  thou  farther  goeft  on,  ra- 
ving and  railing  againft  what  thou  ftill  terms  that 
within,  and  againft  the  Quakers  in  thefe  Words, 
P.  47.  you  affert  that  within  you  to  be  the  Holy  Spi- 
rit, the  Finger  of  God,  &c.  But  forafmuch  as  *tis  in  very 
Truth  the  Evil  Spirit,  the  Devil,  in  afferting  it  to  be 
the  Holy  Spirit,  &c.  you  affert  the  Evil  Spirit  Beelzebub, 
the  Prince  of  Devils  in  you,  to  be  the  Holy  Spirit  in  you  ;

Mayeft  thou  (H  B>  0)  not  be  horribly  aihamed 
of  fuch  outragious  Raving  againft  the  People  cal- 
led Quakers,  and  that  divine  Principle  of  Light 
in  Men  which  they  profefs  ?  Haft  thou  not  ren- 
dered them  worfe  than  the  worft  of  Reprobates, 
yea,  worfe  than  the  Devil  himfelf?  Was  there 
ever  a  more  furious  Bull  fent  out  from  any  Pope, 
or  popifh  Churchman  whatfoever,  againft  any 
they  deemed  Kereticks  •,  as  thou  haft  mod  falily 
condemned  us  for  damnable  Herefies  alfo,  P.  50  ? 
O  ily  thy  Bull  is  not  dire&ed  to  the  King,  like 
the  Pope's. 
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Thou  proceeded:  in  thy  raving  Rage  againft 
me,  &c.  in  thefe  Words,  P.  49,  50.  v'.z..  u  What 
"  Evil  have  you  lb  long  been  doing,  Why,  endea- 
<c  vouring  not  to  keep,  but  to  break  the  Unity  of 
•c  the  Spirit  •,  the  Unity  of  the  Body  of  Chrift  •  of 
tc  the  "Hope  or  Chriftian  Calling  •,  of  Faith,  and  of 
€C  the  Knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  to  break  the 
tc  Bond  of  Peace,  Ephef  4.  You»  have  been  oppo- 
€C  fing  and  dividing  Chrift,  fomenting  your  Divi- 
"  lions,  inculcating  your  damnable  Herefies,  be- 
ec  guiling  unliable  Souls,  leading  them  in  the  Way 
<c  or  Damnation  •,  you  have  been  playing  the  Anti- 
cc  chrift,  affifting  in  the  Gates  of  Hell,  quoting 
€C  Mat.  xvi.  1 8.  mimftring  for  Satan,  ferving,  wor- 
<c  flapping  and  iacrificing  as  Prieft  of  Baal,  Baalz^e- 
fC  bub,  Beelzebub)  &c.  (Thus  far  thou,  P.  50.J 

ISIovv  obferve  and  review  thy  Work,  what  furi- 
ous Bulls  thou  haft  lent  out  into  the  World,  againft 
me  and  my  Friends  •,  I  utterly  deny  every  Charge 
contained  ill  the  foregoing. 

How  impofing  and  imperious  art  thou  !  from 
whom,  or  what  Church  or  Priefthood  hadft  thou 
thy  Million,  or  Commiftion,  to  lend  out  fuch  po-* 
pilh  Bulls  (or  Curfes)  againft  any  religious  Society 
of  proteftant  Subjects  ?  For,  immediate  Million 
from  God  thou  hnft  not,  fo  to  condem  and  revile 
us  as  thou  haft  done  :  Confider  well  of  it  before  it 
be  too  late. 

Which  of  the  proteftant  Martyrs  have  efcaped 
the  Charge  of  Rereticks,  and  damnable  Herefies, 
from  their  Perfecutors  ? 

About  Baptifm  confider  thy  Do&rine,  P.  24.  •«&,. 
That  Baptifm  with  Water  is  it  felf  the  one  spiritual  and 
faving  Baptifm  of  Chrift,  and  there  is  none  other  : 
Quoting  Mat.  xxviii.  19.  Mark  xvi.  1  5.  One  (lay eft 
thou,)  in  exprefs  Scripture  Tejtimony,  oie  Lord,  one 
Faith,  one  Baptifm,  L  e.  with  Water  ffayeft  thou  a- 
gain9)  and  for  Proof  addeft,  By  one  Spirit  we  arc  all 
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baptited  into  one  Body,  I  Cor.  xii.    13.  i.  e.   Wi  Bap- 
tifm with  Water  (fayeft  thou  again.) 

f-Iow  grolly  haft  thou  here  perverted  plain  Scrip- 
ture ?  And  P.  25.  thou  alfo  affirmeft,  That  there  is  no 
one  fpiritual  and  faving  Baptifm  of  Christ,  but  that  with 
Water,  &C. 

Piere,  contrary  to  plain  Scripture,  thou  makeft 
no  Diftin&ion  betwixt  the  Baptifm  of  Water,  and 
the  Baptifm  of  the  Spirit,  but  confounded  them  ; 
fee  the  contrary,  John  Baptift's  exprefs  Diftinfti- 
on,  Mat. in.  11.  Marki.  8.  and  Luke  iii.  16.  and 
z\fo  Peter's  Teftimony,  1  Pet.  iii.  20,21.  Haft  not 
thou  grolly  err'd,  and  idoliz'd  the  Bapt'fm  of  Wa- 
ter, calling  it  the  one  fpiritual  faving  Baptifm  ?  But, 
whether  thou  meaneft  dipping,  wajhing,  or  fpr inkling  7 
or  pouring  Water  out  of  the  Hollow  of  the  Hand,  which 
forne  do  (thou  lay  eft)  yet  m  Water  thin  applied  by  the  Hand t 
of  due  ordained  Minifiers,  there  is  true  Baptifm  (fayeft: 
thou,)  P.  26. 

It  feems  thou  canft  allow  and  Own  fuch  hu- 
man Alterations  in  miniftring  that  which  thou  e* 
fteemeft  the  one  fpiritual  faving  Baptifm,  i.e.  in 
Water  (fayeft  thou)  but  without  Scripture,  Proof, 
or  Senfe, 

Another  noted  Do&rine  of  thine  (Ji.  i?.)  is,  vitl 
That  Sin  never  dies  in  the  Regenerate,  but  dwells  in  their 
mortal  Bodies,  Rom.  iii.  (quoted)  and  never  dies  till  it 
die  together  with  them,  P.  17.  compared  with  P.  32, 
33.  viz..  from  PfaU  xl.  12.  ( hence  fays  thou)  is  evi- 
dent that  your  making  Saints  and  Sinners  Oppofites,  as  tho1 
there  were  fuch  holy  Men  that  cannot  fin,  is  ridiculous  and 
vain,  mere  Illufwn  and  Flattery  of  the  Devil  (lay  eft  thou j) 
and  farther  chargeft  the  Saints  and  Regenerate,  viz., 
1  have  faid  from  Scripture,  Rom*  vi.  2.  xi.  12.  that  the 
Regenerate  do  die  unto  Sin  ;  alfo  at  their  Dijfolution,  Sin 
dies  with  them,  ■■  «•  "  'not  dying  wholly  in  them  till  it  die 
With  them. 
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I  query  how  will  they  then  efcape  dying  in  their 
Sins?  i.  May  not  fuch  Do&rine  for  Sin,  during 
Life  (even  in  Saints  and  Regenerate)  ftrengthen 
and  embolden  impenitent  Sinners  to  fin,  till  they 
die  in  their  Sins  ?  That  where  Chrift  is  they  may 
never  come.  2.  Doft  thou  not  confound  different 
States  relating  thereunto?  For  that  of  the  Saints, 
and  that  of  Sinners  are  oppofite  ,  (fee  1  John  iii. 
Chap.)  and  contrary,  and  lo  dinftinguifhed  in  ho- 
ly Scripture,  even  in,  and  by,  the  Perfons  theni- 
felves,  who  from  Sinners  were  converted,  and  be- 
came Saints  through  San&ification  of  the  Holy  Spi- 
rit, and  more  than  Conquerors  through  Chrift  that 
loved  them. 

And  further  to  inform  thee  \ 

We  are  not  afhanfd  of  the  Gofpel  of  Tefus  Chrift, 
and  Chriftianity  profeifed  and  preached  among  us, 
the  People  called  Quakers,  ift,  We  profeis  and 
own  true  and  living  Faith  in  God,  and  his  dear  Son, 
our  blefTed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift,  together 
with  Love,  and  good  Works,  idly,  To  be  guided 
by  his  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  bring  forth  the  Fruits 
thereof,  ought  to  be  our  (and  all  Mens)  Pra&ice, 
and  Encumbent  Duty,  in  order  to  live  a  pious  and 
chriftian  Life. 

Upon  the  Perufal  and  Examination  of  the  fliid 
printed  Letter  from  a  Churchman  to  a  Qjiafar,  I  find 
therein y  viz.

Only  in  the 
Men/0  called  t  In  all,  or  other  Men,  is  againft  your 
Principles  :  Alfo  it  were  to  your  tonfufion }  all  Men, 
in  that  they  have  of  the  Spirit,  of  Grace  and  Light, 
abhorring  from  your  prefumptuous  Pretenfions 
thereunto,  audacioufly,  by  fupernatural,  pure,  and 
fimple  Inipiration  :  As  alfo  they  do  from  other  your 
abominable  Doftrines,  as  inconfiftent  with  Truth, 
and  Salvation.

Can  any  Man  forbid 
Water,  that  thefe  fljould  not  be  baptized,    which  have  re- 
ceived the  Holy  Ghoft  as  well  as  we  ?  A&s  i  o.  47.     Doth 
not  St.  Peter  here  deny,  that  thefe  were  baptized,/,  e. 
with  proper  Baptifm,  or  that  which  was  fufHcient 
in  regard  of  our  Saviour  s  Ordinance  "i    Though  they 
had  io  miraculoufly   received  the  Holy  Ghoft,  'twas 
neceifary  they  mould  be  baptized  with  Water  for 
all  that.     Pater  Whitehead,  fo  called,  with  his  Quaker 
Friends ,  would  have  forbidden  Water  there,  that  thefe 
ihould  not  be  baptized.     Alio  was  obferved,  that  no 
Man,  but  the  Man  Chrift  Jefus,  iTim.  2.  5.  can  baptize 
with  the  Hdy  Ghoft,  1  John  33.     Andyet  that  Men, 
duly  ordained  Miirfters,  are  commanded  to  bap- 
tize, and  confequently  with  Water,  as  long  as  they 
are  to  preach,  i.  e.  to  the  End  of  the  World.     Di- 
stinction I  reckon  this,  and  plain  enough.      By  one 
Spirit  we  are  all  baptized  into  one  Body,  not  by  Tongues  y 
Prophejy,  Miracles,  &c.    for  what  have  thefe  to  do 
with  one  Body  ?  but  by  one  Spirit,  in  and  by  ordainM 
Baptifm  w.ith  Water  :  For  thus  every   one  baptized 
is  made  a  Member  of  Chrift,  and  fo  is  baptized  in- 
to the  fame  one  Body  of  Chrift ;  like  as  alfo  all  have 
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been,  and  are,  made  to  drink,  viz.,  the  Blood  of  the 
New  Teftament,  into  one  Spirit.

vation of  us  :  Not  that  it  s  fo  in  the  putting  off  the  Filth 
of  the  Flejh,  in  or  with  the  Water  of  it,  though  plunged  in 
it  all  over  \  hut  in  our  putting  off  the  Filth  of  the  whole 
Afany  to  wit,  Sin,  through  that  which  Water ,  pure  arid  pu- 
rifying in  its  Nature ,  efpeeially  inthatVfeof  it,fgnifies9 
viz.  Santlification  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  for  and  to  the  due 
Performance  of  our  baptifmal  Covenant,  in  fuch  Reality 
that  we  may  appeal  to  God  him f elf  concerning  it  with  a  good 
Confcience.  Thus  Baptifm  is  to  our  Salvation,  by  the  fur- 
ther Means,  and  blejfcd  Efficacy  of  the  Refurretlion  of 
Jefus  Chnft.  How  the  Jo  called  Quakers  would  ex- 
pound this  to  their  Advantage  pretended  in  it ; 
what  Figure  they  would  make  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God  to  be,  wherein  a  like  Figure,  or  to  be  Baptifm, 
&c.  might  be  worth  Inquiry.  Nay,  they  can  no 
more  prove  themfelves,  or  any  unbaptized  with  Wa- 
ter, to  be  baptized  with  the  HolyGhoft,  than  they 
can  fveak  with  other  Tongues,  cpen  the  Eyes  of  the  Blind^ 
raife  the  Bead,  &c.  work  Miracles  ^  the  only  fufE- 
cient  Means,  if  they  are  fufHcient,  to  prove  it  by  : 
If  they  are,  I  fay  •,  becaufe  the  twelve  Apoftles 
wrought  Miracles,  Matth.  10.  i.  as  the  feventyZ)*/- 
ciplcszX  bdid,  Luke  to.  t,  17.  before  they  were  bap- 
tized with  the  Holy  Ghcft :,  which  was  only  in  recei- 
ving the  Promife  of  the  Father,  and  their  being  en- 
dued with  Tower  from  on  high,  Luke  24.  49.  A£ts  1. 
4,  5.  to  wit,  on  the  Day  of  Pent  ceo  ft,  in  that  mira- 
culous Manner  related  Alls  2.  Alio,  Miracles  were 
wrought  by  fome  our  Saviour  never  knew,  Matth.  7. 23. 
unlikely,  therefore,  to  have  been  fo  baptized  of  him. 
Hence  is  evident,  1..  That  not  all  and  every  Com- 
munication of  the  Hdly  Ghoft  is  Baptifm  with  the 
HolyGhoft.  2.  That  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft, 
aspromifed  and  accordingly  received,wasonly  that 
tin  the  Day  of  Pemecft,  mentioned  5  whatever  any 
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lay  of  like  miraculous  Communications  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft  after  it,  in  that  fuft  planting  of  the  Gofpel. 
3.That  there  is  now  no  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft, 
nor  has  fince  then  been,  but  only  in  the  ordained 
Baptifm  with  Water.  I  allow  not  of  any  Alteration 
in  ought  eilential  in  Holy  Baptifm  ;  nor  more  in  the 
Adminift ration  of  it  than  arifethiirom  the  natural 
Indilferency  thereof  together  with  the  Uncertain^- 
tainty  of  primitive  Example,  Latitude  of  the  Word 
Baptize,  Necefftty  of  confulting  Health,  Pra&ice 
of  former  Ages,  &c.  Alfb  Dipping  is  ufed  in  our 
Church,  as  has  been  obferved.  But  I  difallow  and 
abhor  the  audacious,  wicked,  impious  throwing  out 
of  it  by  Hypocrites  and  Impoftors.  By  Baftifm,  in 
the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghosl,  we  renounce  the  Devil :  With  that  within  then 
well  may  thefe  Mifcreants  be  poffefs'd,  which,  in 
their  fenfelefs,  headftrong  and  efpous'd  Delufion, 
they  can  never  be  prevail'd  with  to  renounce.  Deaf 
Adders !  Self-Ear-ftopt  Vermin !  Generation  of  Vipers ! 
warned  hi  vain,  altogether  vainly, to  flee  from  the  Wrath 
to  come. 

But  John  BdftiB,  with  his  exprefs  Dlnftintiion,  ap- 
peal'd  to  (P.  55.)  with  fo  much  Confidence  and  lit- 
tle Reafon,  ought  yet  well  to  be  confidered  by  us ; 
as  affording  us  the  cleareft  Light  in  this  Matter,  and 
the  fulleft  Satisfaction.  A  two-fold  Baptifm  in 
very  Deed  he  (peaks  of:  The  Baptifm  of  Repen- 
tance for  the  Remiilion  of  Sins  :  Which  he  was,  the 
firft  of  pli  lent  forth  both  to  preach  and  to  adrrri- 
nifter  y  as  the  alone  Means,  divinely  ordered,  for 
obtaining  fuch  Remi/fion  -,  and  without  which,  con- 
temned or  negle&ed,  it  was  not  to  be  had,  nor  Re- 
pentance to  be  accepted  of.  A  general  Baptifm  th's 
was  ;  and  with  Water.  General,  in  regard  of  all  Men, 
to  whom  it  ever  fhouldbe  preached,  of  all  Nations, 
Generations,  Time^    even  to  the  End  of  Time, 
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none  being  born  without  Sin.  Then,  Baptifm  with 
the  Holy  Gho&9  and  with  Fire  ,  foretold,  only,  by  him^ 
and  as  particular  :  Particular  in  the  Eminency  of  it, 
wholy  fupernatural ,  and  in  the  Miniftry  divine ,  and 
by  the  Chrift  :  Particular  in  the  baptized,  only  the 
Apoftles  :  So  in  the  Intention  of  it,  to  endue  them  with 
Tower  from  on  High,  to  inveft  them  with  divine  Qua- 
lifications for  their  apoftolick  Purpofes,  to  teftify  of 
of  the  Chrift,  propagate  the  Faith,  &c.  And,  yet, 
particular  in  theTime  of  it,  viz..  that  appointed  them, 
Alls  1.4.  Ch.  2.  1.  Then,  and  that  once,  only. 
Between  thefe,  only  thefe,  is  diftinguiihed  by  rile 
Baptift. 

Now,  let  us  fuppofe  the  Baptift  (peaking  and  ex- 
pounding his  own  Words,  thus  ;  c  /,  indeed^  baptise 
you  with  Water  unto  Repentance,  i,  e.  unto,  and  into, 
an  Engagement  to  repent,  and  a  Covenant  for  Re- 
mi/fion  of  Sins  (Mark  1 .  4.)  on  that  Condition  : 
Which  Covenant  is  therefore  necefTary  to  be  en- 
gaged in,  by  all  that  would  have  their  Sins  re- 
mitted them  ^  and  yet  is  only  to  be  engaged  in  by 
this  Baptifm.  A  Baptifm,  notwithstanding,  which 
hath  nothing  in  it  fenfibly  remarkable,  befide  the 
Miniftry  and  Watpr  j  and  fo  is  far  from  befpea- 
king  me  to  be  him  whom  you  fufpett  me  for,  the 
Chrift.  Buty  there  cometh  one  mightier  than  I  after 
me,  Sec  He ftall baptise  you  with  a  wonderful  and 
quite  different  fort  of  Baptifm,  which  will  de- 
clare him  to  be  the  Chrift ;  he  fhall  baptize  you  with 
the  Holy  Ghoft  and  with  Fire:  That  is,  he  will,  by 
miraculous,  aftonifhing,  evident  Operations  of  the 
Holy  Ghoft ,  with  Fire,  and  yet  otherwife,  in  and 
upon  you,  (not  all  of  you,  much  lefs  you  Vipers^ 
you  Vnbdievers,  but  fome  and  enough  chofen  ones' 
of  you,)  he  will,  1  fay,  feparate,  fanftify,  and  im- 
power  you  to  be  Witne/fes  unto  him,  and  of  him, 
as  the  Chrift  expend,  us  well  as  of  his  Refurre&i- 
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f  on,  before  all  Men,  and  throughout  the  World, 
c  Atts  i.  8,22.  and  even  to  raife  up  others  to  be 
1  WitnefTes  to  the  fame,  &c.  Suppoie,  I  fay,  the 
Baftift  had  thus  explained  himfel  :  One  would  think 
he  could  not  then  have  been  fo  much  milconftrued 
as  he  is  :  Yet  is  this  no  more  than  now  his  Words,  as 
only  handed  to  us  in  the  Gofpels,  limply  in  them- 
felves,  and  their  bare  Connexions,  do  fuftain. 

Unjuft,  and  vain,  it  altogether  is  to  talk  of  Di- 
flinttion  here  %  where  it  neither  is,  nor  is  to  be  de- 
nied. But  when  Quakers  make  the  Baptifi  to  diftin- 
gui/h  his  Baptifm  of  Repentance  out  of  Doors,  and 
to  fupply  its  Place  with  that  of  him  who  came  after 
him,  yet  different  altogether  from  it,  with  neither 
FfUj  nor  Sign  nor  Certainty  of  the  Holy  Ghofi  there- 
in, nor,  indeed,  of  any  Baptifm  at  all,  they  bely 
the  Baptifi,  bely  the  Baptifm  he  preach  d,  bely  the 
Baptifm  he  foretold,  bely  his  Words,  Senfe,  Inten- 
tion, &c.  And  now  behold  the  Diftinttion  they  flee 
to,  and  Advantage  they  make  of  it  in  a  fair  Argu- 
ment. It  is  faid,  /  indeed  baptize  you  with  Water  unto. 
Repentance,  but  he  that  cometh  after  me,  &c.  he  JliaR  bap- 
tise you  with  the  Holy  Ghofi,  and  with  lire.  Therefore, 
there  is  now  no  more  Baptifm  to  be  with  Water  un- 
to Repentance.  Like  to  which  is  that  \  It  hath  been 
laid,  Thoufiiah  love  thy  Neighbour,  end  hate  thine  Ene- 
my .-  But  I  fay  unto  yon,  love  your  Enemies,  Matth.  5. 
Therefore  now  we  are  not  to  love  our  Neighbours 
any  longer.  Quakers  Logick  this  is  -,  finlefs  Souls  Lo- 
gick  and  DiftinEtion. 

For  convincing  Proof  of  the  Abufe  by  thefe 
Men  put  upon  the  Baftift,  and  Confirmation  of  the 
Senfe  given  to  his  Words  in  the  Explication  of 
them  as  above,  I  muft  firft  take  Notice  of  that 
they  are  preceded  by.  In  St.  L?:h's  Gofpel  is  ob- 
ferved  that,  As  the  People  were  in  Expectation,  and  all 
Men  rnufed  in  their  Hearts,  of  John,    whether  he    were 
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the  Chrift  or  not,  John  anfwered  and  [aid  unto  them  all, 
1  indeed  baptize  you  with  Water,  Sec.  The  like  Dif- 
iatisfa&ion  St.  John  acquaints  us  with  :  The  Jews  fent 
Priefts  and  Levites  to  ask  the  Baptift,  Who  art  thou  I 
And  he  confeffed,  and  denied  not  }  but  confeffed,  I  am  not 
the  Chrift.  What  then  f  fay  they,  Who  art  thou  t  What 
fay  eft  thou  of  thy  f elf  ?  Why  baptize  ft  thou  then,  if  thou  be 
not  that  Chrift  .?  John  anfwered,  /  baptize  with  Wa- 
ter, fkc.  The  lame  Anfwer,  upon  the  fame  Occa- 
sion }  which  thus  far,  is  no  Intimation  that  his 
Baptifm  was  at  any  Time  to  ceafe  *,  but,  if  of  any 
thing,  that  it  could  not  fignify  him  to  be  the 
Chrift.  So  the  following  Part  is  preceded  thus  :  But 
he  that  cometh  after  me,  is  mightier  than  I,  or,  there 
cometh  one  mightier  than  1  after  me,  whofe  Shoes  I 
am  not  worthy  to  bear,  the  Latchet  of  whole  Shoes  I 
am  not  worthy  to  ftoop  down  and  unloofe  -,  He  fliall 
baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  and  with  Fire.  St.  Mark 
indeed  differs  fomething  in  the  Pofition  of  the  Parts; 
omitteth  alfo  the  Conclufion,  and  with  Fire  :  But  re- 
lating the  fame  Account,  and  agreeing  in  what  he 
does  relate  of  it,  with  the  other  Gofpels,  he  rauft 
be  underftood  alike.  So  ought  it  to  be  noted  alfo 
of  St.  John,  pafling  over  all  the  chief  of  this  latter 
Part  wholly  *,  as  the  26th  and  27th  Verfes  plainly 
mew,  after  which  its  Place  were  for  it  to  come  in. 
IMow,  as  in  the  former,  fb  in  this  latter  Parr,  is  no 
how  intimated,  that  Baptifm  with  Water  was  to 
ceafe  ;  but  only  that  the  after-Comer  fpoken  of,  was 
indeed  the  Chrift  :,  made  out  by  the  exceeding  Great- 
r<efs  both  of  his  Perfon,  and  of  his  Baptifm,  compa- 
red with  Johns.  And  then  at  laft,  for  all  together, 
taken  thus  it  needs  muft  reprefent  the  Senie,  con- 
ceived with  any  Truth,  in  the  Parts  afunder,  more 
evident  and  certain  ;  but  can't  afford  another  Senfe, 
and  that  contrary  thereunto,  as  an  intimated  Cef- 
fation  of  Baptifm  with  Water  appears  to  be.    For 
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what  becomes  of  Repentance  then  ?  and  of  Forgivenefs 
of  Sin  ?  which  Baptifm  with  Water  was  declared  to  be 
of,  and  for  ;  and  that  with  the  Holy  Ghoft-  was  not, 
nor  could  be  ^  being  lb  particular,  but  of  twelve 
Perfons,  at  the  fame  time  only  -,  as  I  mall  come  to 
make1  out  by  and  by.  Thus  is  plain  then,  that 
the  Baptift's  Words,  in  a  due  Confideration  of 
them  and  their  Connexions,  are  by  Quakers  pre- 
fumptuouily  forced  and  abufed,  and  he  together 
with  them. 

It  is  to  be  remarked  here  alfo,  that  Baptifm  with 
Water,  the  Baptifm  of  Repentance  for  the  Remijfion  of 
Sins,  was  a  Go  [pel-Ordinance  .-At  the  fame  time  that 
John  was  baptizing,  Jefus  is  faid  to  have  baptized 
alfb,  John  3.  22,  23.  And  he  left  it  an  Ordinance, 
and  to  be  obferved  as  fuch.  Now  Gofpel-Ordi- 
nances  are  never  to  be  laid  afide  :  On  which  Ac- 
count the  Baptift's  Words  cannot  bear  an  oppofite 
Conftru&ion  -,  nor  Quakers  be  excufed  or  born  with 
for  putting  it,  unrighteoufly,  upon  them. 

I  come  now  to  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft,  which, 
as  foretold,  will  appear  meant  of  that  one  only 
with  which  the  Apoftles  were  baptized.  Several 
Confiderables  offer  themfelves  in  Proof  hereof,  viz., 
Firft,  Fire  foretold  to  be  baptized  with  in  this  Bap- 
tifm :  Hefmll  baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  and  with 
Fire,  i.  e.  with  the fe  together.  Either,  apart,  was 
not  to  be  baptized  with,  as  in  a  Baptifm  with  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  Or  if  it  was,  then  Baptifm  with  Fire 
might  fuiiice  for  any  Intent  of  Baptifm,  without 
the  Holy  Ghoft,  as  well  as  Baptifm  with  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  without  Fire  :,  nay  much  better,  Oil  fome  Ac- 
count, becaufe  that  with  Fire  we  may  be  fore  of, 
but  not  of  that  with  the  H4y  Ghoft.  And  how  comes 
it  that  Quakers  never  are  bap.ized  with  Fire  ?  This 
being  foretold  to  be  baptized  with  as  pofitively  as 
that.    Two  Baptifms  are  not  here  fpoken  of-,  but 
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only  one,  and  the  very  fame.  That  there  is  in> 
deed  no  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  alone,  how- 
ever eminently  lb  given,  we  fhall  come  to  fhew 
anon. 

2.  The  a&ual  Agreement  of  that  Baptifm  on  the 
Day  of  Pentecoft  with  the  Baptift's  Words.  With 
the  Holy  Ghoft  this  was,  and  with  Fire .  fo  it  was 
foretold  to  be.  Fire  was  not  here  left  out,  nor  was 
to  be  left  out.  The  cloven  tfwgues,  as  of  Fire,  were 
the  Fire  fpoken  of.  And  if  they  were  not  proper 
Fire,  the  more  fuitable  to  the  Baptifm  •,  which, 
as  before  has  been  obferved,  was  not  proper  Bap- 
tifm neither.  The  Tongue s  had  the  Abearance ,  and 
appeared  in  the  Place,  of  Fire,  and  as  fuch  fat  up- 
on each  of  them,  of  the  Apoftles,  that  is,  It  fat,  mark; 
It  relates  to  Fire. 

3.  We  do  not  read  in  Scripture  of  any  other  Bap- 
tifm of  this  Nature.  Nor,  yet,  was  it  necelfary,  or 
fb  much  as  fit,  convenient,  for  any  fuch  to  be,  the 
great  and  holy  Purpofes  of  it  being  fufficiently  at- 
chieved  by  the  Means  of  this.  Forafmuch  then  as 
fuch  a  Baptifm  was  foretold  in  the  BaptihVs  Words, 
which  now  we  have  in  Hand  *,  and  alfb  that  the 
Apoflles,  on  the  Day  of  Pentecott,  were  actually  bap- 
tized in  that  very  Manner  5  and  feeing,  further, 
that  there  never  was  any  other  Baptifm  of  that 
Nature  befides  it,  nor  is  to  be  }  it  is  as  evident  as 
any  thing  can  be  made  to  be,  or  needs^  at  leaft,  to 
be,  that  the  Baptifl,  in  thofe  his  Words,  fpeaks  of 
this  and  only  this  very  Baptifm  of  the  Affiles  on 
that  Day. 

4.  The  Marvel loufiefs  of  this  Baptifm  is  to  be 
confidered,  which  I  intimated  the  Baptift's  Words, 
in  the  Expedition  of  them,  to  exprefs  -,  for  the  ma- 
nifefting  of  him  who  was  to  baptize  therewith,  i.  e. 
the  Cbrifr.  Great  Sounds,  Noife,  and  mighty  Winds, 
are  common  things  :  But  a  Sound  of  a  rtjlriw  mighty 
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Wind,  and  yet  no  fuch  thing  ;  that  came  perc epta- 
bly,  as  \v -ell  as  fuddenly,  from  Heaven  ',  and  filled  all 
the  Houfe  where  they  were  fitting-,  followed  by, 
cloven  Tongues  as  of  Fire,  facred  Hieroglyphicks  oT 
Power,  Zeal,  Vivacity,  Efficacy,  &c.  appearing  to 
them,  the  Affiles,  and  feating  them] "elves  upon  each  of 
them  ',  with  alfb  the  conlecutive  immediately  com- 
municated Gift  of  fpeaking  other  Tongues,  as  Occafion 
did  or  fhould  require,  upon  their  being  all  firft  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghoft,  likewife  \  this  is  all  aftonifh- 
ing  :  In  this  are  plainly  vifible  moft  gracious  and  fin- 
gular,  as  well  as  extraordinary  miraculous  Opera- 
tions of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  in  diftinguifhing,  magnify- 
ing, endowing  and  anointing  of  the  Jpofiles  for  that 
they  were  defigned  for.  Baptifm  with  the  Holy 
Ghoft  this  might  well  be  called  -,  and  worthy  'twas 
to  be  foretold  of,  as  fatisfa&ory  evidencing  him  that 
baptized  with  the  (lime  to  be  the  Chrift. 

Here  let  me  yet  obferve,  that  the  Day  of  Pente- 
coft  being  a  Feftival,  of  preat  Solemnity,  and  the 
Command  for  the  Apoftlei  tarrying  in  Jerusalem,  wai- 
ting for  the  Promife  of  the  Father,  being  known,  and 
the  Expectation  of  all  on  this  Account  doubtlefs  ve- 
ry great  ,  it  cannot  be  but  the  Allembly  muft  be 
alike  confiderable,  and  that  many  eminent  Believers 
muft  be  in  it,  befide  the  Twelve.  Nay,  'tis  juft  to 
think,  that  none  other  but  Believers  were  among 
them  \  till  others  by  the  Noiie  of  Miracles  were 
hurried  in  upon  them  :  Yet  is  it  certain,  that  the 
cloven  Tongues  of  Fire  fit  upon  the  Apoftles  only  • 
all  they,  the ■  jipoftles  only,  were  then  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghoft  i  only  they  the  Apoftles  fpake  at  that  Time, 
with  other  Tongues  •,  only  they  received  that  Pro- 
mife of  the  Father  *,  were  endued  with  Power  from 
on  High,  were  baptized  with  the  Holy  GhoTt  and  with 
Fire,  and,  confequently  were  fpoken  of  by  John  the' 
Baptift  in  that  laid  by  him  of  thu  Baptifm.     And, 
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indeed,  baptizing  all  alike,  muft  have  made  them  all 
alike  Apoftles  ;  or,  at  leaftwife,  equal  to  them. 

5.  In  the  laft  Place,  I  bring  in  the  Decifion  of  our 
Saviour  here.  He  is  indeed  of  fmall  Authority  with 
Quakers  j  efpecially  as  to  his  holy  Sacrame?its  :  But 
the  lefs  he  is  to  their  Conviction,  the  more  he'll  be 
to  their  Confufion.  Taking  Leave  of  his  Apoftles,  as 
he  was  to  be  taken  up  from  them,  Luke  xxiv.  49. 
Alls  i.  4.  he  commanded  them  that  they  mould  not 
depart  from  Jerufalem,  but  wait  for  the  Promife  of 
the  Father,  &C;  For,  faith  he,  John  truly  baptized  with 
Water  \  a  Baptifm  fufficient,  as  well  as  neceffary,  for 
the  general  Pur pbfes  of  it,  in  the  new  Birth  of  all 
Men  •  but  ye  (liall  moreover  be  baptized  with  the  Holy 
Ghoft  not  many  Days  hence  -7  viz.  in  a  rnoft  miraculous 
extraordinary  Manner,  as  may  anfwer  the  extraor- 
dinary Intentions  of  the  fame,  in  all  eminent  divine 
Qualifications  for  your  Apoftolick  Office.  Here  now 
our  Saviour  has  much  the  fame  Exprefllon  with  the 
Baptift,  and  much,  but  not  wholly,  the  fame  Inten- 
tion. The  Baptiftj  we  have  heard,  had  to  undeceive 
the  People  as  to  himfelf,  and  let  them  know  that 
Baptifm  with  Water,  did  not  teftify  of  him  that  bap- 
tized with  it,  as  the  Chrift  *,  who  indeed  was  not  to* 
baptize  therewith  :  But  that  a  Baptifm  there  would 
ihortly  be  with  which  the  Chrift  fhould  himfelf  bap- 
tize, which  would  fo  teftify  y  and  that  was,  with  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  Sec.  Now  our  Saviour  fignifies,  to  his  A~ 
poftles,  that  Baptifm  with  Water,  however  neceffary 
and  erfe&ual  in  its  Place,  did  not  fuffice  to  impower 
for  that  high  Concern  he  then  intimated  them  de- 
fined for  :  that  they  wanted  a  far  more  marvellous 
Afllftance*  for  it,  no  lefs  than  to  be  vifibly  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Ghoft ;  as  accordingly  he  acquainted 
them  they  fhould  be.  In  this  then  he  determines 
this  Baptifm,  as  the  Baptift  did,  to  the  Day,  and  to 
the  Per  ions,  the  Apoftles,  fpoken  of.  And  then,  his 
commanding  them  not  to  depart  from  Jerufalem,  but 
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to  wait  there  for  the  Promifc  of  the  Father,  1.  e.  m 
this  Baptifm,  promifed  to  be  fo  fooa  after,  not  many 
Bays  hence  ;  and  their  returing 'accordingly  thither, 
and  there  continuing  till  the  Day  of  Pentecoft,  and 
being  then  baptized,  which  was  not  many,  but  few 
Days  after,  and  therein  receiving  the  Promife  waited 
for,  is  further  certain  Evidence  of  the  faid  Deter- 
mination by  our  Saviour* 

I  hold  it  then  for  undeniable,  and  fo  made  out, 
that  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  was  fore-told  and 
intended  by  the  Baptift,  and  alfo  by  our  Saviour,  as 
that  with  which  the  Apoftles  were  baptized,  on  the 
Day  of  Pentecost  •,  and  that  only  :  It  not  being  to  be 
thought  that  Baptifm  with  Water  fhould  be  any  how 
therein  refpe&ed  alio  -,  of  which  now  I  come  to  have 
a  Word  or  two. 

One  Place  relating  to  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft; 
John  i.  33.  has  been  hitherto  omitted,  as  not  the 
Baptift's  own  Words,  but  his  who  fent  him  to  bap- 
tize, and  as  fuch  rehear  fed.  He  that  fent  me  to  bap- 
tize with  Water,  the  fame  faid  unto  me,  Upon  whom  thou 
flialt  fee  the  Spirit  defending,  and  rem  aim  fig  on  him,  the 
fame  is  he  which  baptizeth  with  the  Holy  Ghoft.  Every 
where  before  we  have  it  in  the  Future,  fhall — Here 
alfb  it  is  a  Participle  frequently  fignifying  alike  : 
And  if  thereby  ihould  indeed  be  meant  flail  baptize, 
then  I  fhould  have  no  more  to  fay  \  it  falling  in  with 
that  already  faid.  But  if  it  be,  as  it  feems  to  be, 
meant  ftri&ly  in  the  Prefent,  as  exprefs'd,  then  I 
fee  not  how  it  can  beunderftood  but  in  Baptifm  with 
Water  \  as,  whenever  and  wherever  fuch  is  duly  ad- 
minifter'd  and  receiv'd. 

This  may  be  the  eafier  allow'd  for  its  Agreement 
with  the  Notion  of  Baptifm  enter tain'd  by  alK  We 
believe  an  inward  and  Spiritual  Grace  fignified ;  and 
partaken  of,  and  this  by  Vertue  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  s 
When  we  come  then  to  conceive  him  upon  whom 
Was  feen  the  Spirit  defccnding,   and  remaining  on  hin^ 
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Agent  here,  the  Mover  and  Caufe  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft's  virtually  accompanying  Baptifm  with  the 
faid  Grace,  we  therein  conceive  him  baptizing  with 
the  Holy'Ghoft  -,  and  our  Notion  of  Baptifm  we  find 
approved,  and  improv'd  alfo,  to  Advantage. 

A  material  PafTage  that  above  is  to  this  Purpofe. 
And  J  knew  him  not,  lays  the  Baft  I  ft :  No,  how  fhould 
he  ?  but  as  told  him.    He  knew  not,  nor  could  fore- 
tel,    of  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  and  with  Fire, 
neither  •  but  as  'twas  told  him  :  And  fo  for  this  we 
now  arefpeaking  of;  as  acknowledged  in  that  which 
follows.     Doubtlefs  the  Baptift  was  able  to  perceive 
tho",  as  well  as  we  are,  that  Water,  in  it  felf,  could 
not  waih  away  Sins,  nor  further  the  Remiffion  of 
them.     'Twas  very  needful,  therefore,    that  this 
Difficulty  fhould  be  removed  when  he  was  fent  forth 
for  to  baptize  -,    that  he  fhould  be  made  to  under- 
hand what  the  Water  fignifies,  vi&.  that,  in  that  Ufe 
of  it,  it  is  a  Sign  of  inward  invifible  Grace  and  San- 
Uification,  that  this,  again,  is  wrought  by  the  Spirit; 
and  that  he  who  givech  and  miniftreth  the  Spirit  for 
this  Purpofe,    is  he  upon  whom  he  fhould  fee  the 
Spirit  descending,  and  remaining  on  him.     This  is 
juft  to  think,  in  the  Nature  of  Circumftances,   and 
the  Purport  and  plain  Intimation  of  the  Text,   and 
of  the  Tenfe  obferv'd  -,  which  denotes,   not  a  fingle 
Act  of  baptizing,  once  only  (tho*  the  only  once  ad- 
miniftred  Baptiim  ihou Id  be  here  comprehended  al- 
fo)  but  the  continued  Exerciie  of  it,   in  the  ever 
continued  Baptifm  with  Water*     And  this  it  behov'd 
the  Jews  to   be  made  acquainted  with,   left  they 
fhould  lefs  efteem  this  Baptifm,  on  Account  of  that 
fo  much  more  admirable  fore-told  them,  wherein 
the  glorious  Operations  of  the  holy  Spirit  would  be 
fenfibly  difcerned. 

Again,  I  argue  from  our  Saviours  own  baptizing, 
not  himfelf  indeed,  with  Water,  but  by  his  Di£- 
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ciples,  at  the  fame  Time,  tho'  not  fo  foon,  as  John 
baptized.  Jefus  came  and  his  Difcifles  into  the  Land  of 
Judea,  and  there  he  tarried  with  them,  and  baptized.  And 
John  alfo  was  baptizing  in  Enon,  near  to  Salem,  John 
iii.  22.  So  Johns  Difciples  tell  him,  Rabbi,  he  that 
was  with  thee  beyond  Jordan,  to  whom  thou  barefi  Wit- 
tiefsy  behold  the  fame  baptizeth  ;  Ver.  26.  He  is  laid  al- 
io to  have  made  and  baptized  more  Difciples  than  John, 
Ch.  iv.  1.  His  own  baptizing  was,  undoubtedly,  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  -,  in  obferved  Grace,  San&ification, 
.principles  of  new  Life,  truly  begun  Regeneration, 

c.  tor  the  fame  is  he,  'tis  faid,  who  baptizeth  with  the 
HolyGhoH.  ■     • 

Laftly,  I  add  our  Saviour  s  perpetuating  of  Bap- 
tiim,  in  Conjunction  with  the  preaching  of  the 
;Word,  Matt,  xxviii.  Mark  xvi.  Which,  tho'  begun 
fcefore,  may  be  efteenfd  as  the  Institution  of  it  •,  be- 
caufe  here  a  lolemn  Ordinance  is  made  and  left  of  it, 
£ind  the  moft  facred  Form  of  Words  annexed  for  its 
Miniftration.,  In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
'Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost :  Which,  if  made  ufe  of, 
Ave  read  not  of,  before.  And  whereas  the  outward 
japparent  Matter  here  is  Water,  <  and  the  Baptizer 
JMan,  duly  qualified  for  it,  and  the  holy  Spirit  in  the 
Sinvifible  Efftuencies  of  his  Grace  aniwers  inwardly 
to  the  Water,  and  the  Son,  in  giving  of  the  Spirit, 
to  the  laid  Baptizer  -,  this  then  begun  Baptifm  being 
to  be  continual  withal,  it  needs  muft  be  in  this  very 
Baptifm,  even  in  the  whole  Duration  of  it,  and  not 
in  that  miraculous  one  for  only  once,  much  lefs  in  a 
notional,  quaking,  groundlefs  one,  that  he  upon  whom 
the  Baptift  mould  fee  the  Spirit  defcending^  and  re- 
maining on  him,  was  faid  to  be  the  fame  which  bapti- 
xeth,  the  Baptizer,  with  the  Holy  Ghoft. 

I  add  yet,  that  this  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft- 
cometh  near,  as  near  as  can  be,  to  the  true  Nature  of 
proper  Baptifm  j  both  as  miniftred  together,  in  and 
with  it ;  and  alfo  as  the  Spirit  hath  the  Nat  ■  :-»  and 
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Property  of  Water  attributed  to  \t,  in  cleanfing,wajh- 
ing,  &c.  John  iv.  10.  vii.  39.  1  Cor.  VI.  1 1.  Tit.  iii.  5. 
and  as  miniftred  likewile  here  for  the  Remiffion  of  Sins  -7 
a  kind  of  cleanfing,  and  waihing  them  away  :  No- 
thing of  which  can  be  faid  to  fall  in  with  Baptifm 
with  the  Holy  Ghofi  and  with  Fire,  or  with  the  Holy 
Ghofi  therein. 

From  thele  now  I  come,  as  above  propos'd,  to 
/hew,  that  there  is  no  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghofi 
alone.  On  one  Hand,  here,  we  have  Baptifm  or- 
dered, preach'd  and  miniftred  -,  with  vifible  proper 
fignificative  Matter,  Water  ;  and  vifible  human  Mini- 
stry, by  the  Baftift  *,  proving  it  to  be  truly  what  it 
was  pretended  to  be,  Baptifm.  On  the  other  Hand, 
Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghofi  and  with  Fire,  appointed, 
and  foretold,  alfb  miniftred  accordingly  -,  was,  by 
the  vifible  miraculous  divine  Miniftration  of  it, 
provM  to  us  to  be  truly  Baptifm,  i.  e.  fuch  as  was 
foretold,  and  that  which  it  is  taken  for.  Unlike  to 
thele,  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  alone,  without 
Sign  or  Miniftry  vifibly  to  prove  it  fuch,  is  neither 
ordered,  any  where,  nor  foretold  ;  nor  can  beprov'd 
to  be,  or  ever  to  have  been,'  miniftred  5  or  other- 
wife  in  it  felf  to  be,  at  all. 

It  is  not  a  little  to  my  Purfpofe  here  to  obferve, 
that  neither  the  Gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  nor  yet  the 
Hdiy  Ghoft  himfelf  given,  as  we  have  it  reprefent- 
ed,  is  furKcient  to  prove  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft. 
Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghofi,  fays  the  Baptizer  with  the 
fame,  to  his  Apo files  ;  breathing  alfo  on  them  :  Yet 
were  they  not  baptized  then  with  the  Holy  Ghofi.  Mi- 
racles might  be  wrought  by  Faith,  without  that  Bap- 
tifm, Matt.  vii.  22.  1  Cor.  xiii.  2.  Gal.  iii.  5.  Gifts  of 
the  Holy  Ghoft,  I  think,  we  read  not  of  till  after  Bap- 
tifm with  the  fame,  as  Atts  ii.  Which  then  were  al- 
io ever  wont  to  be* by  the  Subferviency  or  Miniftry, 
Preaching,  Praying,  "Laying  on  of  the  Hands,  of  the 
ApoftUs  who  had  been  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghoft, 
1  or 
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or  of  fbme  eminent  Believer  in  Confequence  thereof^ 
as  Acts  n.  38.  viii.  17.  ix.   17.  x.  44.  xix.  6.    Now 
wliereas  r/?e  C/?W/f  was  he  only  who  was  to  baptize 
with  the  Holy  Ghoft,  humane  Miniftry  was  utterly 
inconfiftent  with  that  Baptifm  •,    however   proper 
Means  whereby,  to  adminifter  the  Gifts.     The  Gift 
therefore,   of  the  Holy  Ghoft  can  be  no  Teftimony 
here  of  fuch  Baptifm  attending  it.     In  Baptifm  with 
Water  humans  Miniftry  is  baptifmal :  In  this  Baptifm 
with  the  Holy  Ghoft  it  is  not  fo 
•  St.  Peter  may  feem,  perhaps,  to  create  here  fome 
Difficulty,    in  what  he  fays  of  Cornelius  and  his 
Friends,  or  rather  in  what  follows  it,    Attsxi.  15, 
1 6.  And  as  I  began  to  fpeak,  the  Holy  Ghoft  fell  on  them, 
as  on  us  at  the  Beginning.     Then  rcmembred  1  the  Word  of 
the  Lord,  how  that  he  faid,  John  indeed   baptised  with 
Water  }  but  yejhall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghoft ,  not 
many  Bays  hence.    But  that  which  the  Apoftle  gives 
to  underftand  here  only,  is,  that  it  appear'd  to  him 
inftantly,  tho'  furpriiing,  to  be  an  Effect  of  his  Prea- 
ching, for  which  God  had  fent  him,  that  the  Holy 
Ghoft  fell  on  them  in  that  Manner  :,  and  fo  brought 
into  his  Remembrance  theft  the  Lord's  Words,  which 
contain  a  Promife  of  that  fame  Effett,  the  Promift  of 
the  Father,   A&s  i.  4.  viz..  to  endue  them,   the  Apo- 
ftles,    in  that  Baptifm,   with    Power  from  on  High  ; 
Luke  xxiv.  49.  fo  that  by  their  Miniftry  the  Holy 
Ghoft  mould  fall  upon  others,    as  he  fell  upon  them, 
at  the  Beginning.     And  that  the  faid  Baptifm  was  not, 
nor  could  be,    apply'd  to  this  Cafe,   appears  from 
the  hordes  Words,    which  confine  it  both  to  Time, 
Place,  and  Perfons,  viz.   the  Apoftles  at  Jerufalem  y 
not  many  Days  hence  ^  or,  but  ten  Days  after,    as  on 
the  Pentecost,  forty  Days  of  the  fifty,  from  his  Re- 
furreclion,  having  been  obferv'd  before,  Ver.  3.  See 
Alts  i.    3,  4,  5.     Alio    St.   Peter  in  his    following 
Words,  laying,  God  gave  them  the  like  Gift,  doth  not 
fay,  in  the  like  Bap:ilin,  as  he  did  unto  us.     So  Chap. 
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x.  47-  asking,  Can  any  Man  forbid  Water  that  theft 
fhould  not  be  baptized  ?  He  fhews  plainly  that  they 
were  not,  any  how,  baptized  •,  as  the  next  Words 
confirm,  which  have  received  the  Holy  Ghoft,  as  well  we  : 
It  is  not,  which  have  been  baptised  with  the  Holy  Ghoft 
as  well  as  we:  And  why  not?  had  they  been  lb  bapti- 
zed. Indeed,  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  firft, 
and  with  Water  after,  is  both  againft  all  Scripture  and 
all  Reafon.  That  the  Lord,  in  thofe  his  Words  of 
Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft,  meant  likewife  and 
with  Fire,  has  been  laid  above.  Humane  Ministry,  as 
inconfiftent  here,  has  alio  been  obfervM  already.  I 
only  add,  that  the  Apoftles  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghoft  a  fecond  time  %  the  Place  was  alio  Jhaken  where 
they  were  then  a/fembled,  A&s  iv.  23,  31.  Yet  were 
they  not  baptized,  furely,  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  a- 
gain. 

Whereas  then  neither  the  giving,  nor  the  receiv- 
ing, or  being  fill'd  with,  the  Holy  Ghoft,  in  any  Gifts 
whatever  of  the  lame,  is  Baptifm  with  the  Holy 
Ghoft  -,  or,  in  it  felf,  fuflicient  to  teftify  of  fuch 
Baptifm  -,  it  is  unconceivable  that  there  fhould  yet 
be  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  alone ;  without  any 
fuch  Gift  at  all,  without  Fire,  Water,  Mini  fry,  di£ 
cernabie,  Ordinance  made  of  it,  Time  appointed  for 
it,  Manner  'for  obtaining  it,  Sign  for  knowing  it 
Rule  for  diftinguifhing  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  it  from  the 
fame  holy  Spirit  othertvife  promifed  to  be  given  to 
them  that  ask  him,  Luke  xi.  13.  without  any  thing  to 
affure  the  Truth  of  it  *,  more  than  mere  Fanatick 
Caprice,  Impudence,  and  Falfhood.  Indeed,  the 
very  Truth  is,  by  Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft 
Quakers  under ftand  nor  more  nor  lefs  than  the  pre- 
ternatural Hurry  of  their  own  diftrafted  Brain,  and 
extatical  Agitation  of  their  confufed  Spirits,  mov\i 
up  by  that  familiar  one  within  them  :  So  that  their 
Baptifm  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  is  not  once,  nor  twice 
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#only  •,  but  as  frequait  as  their  Frenzy ;  repeated  with' 
'it  all  their  Days. 

And  thus  now  we  have  heard  what  Diftin&ion 
'tis  the  Baptift  makes^  vte»  between  Baptifm  with 
Water,  and  with  the  Holy  Ghofi  and  with  Fire  -,  lea- 
ving that  with  Water  undifturb'd.  And  furely  a 
Diftin&ion  may  be  without  deftroying  either  of  its 
Members.  We  may  diftinguifh  between  a  Chriftian 
and  a  Quaker  ;  between  that  within  a,  Quaker,  and 
that  without,  and  yet  all  remaining  in  the  fame  Eftate. 
Would  Diftin&ion  do,  we  fhould  have  a  prefent 
Cure  for  Heretkh.  We  have  alfo  heard,  that  Bap- 
tifm with  the  Hcly  Ghofi  and  with  Fire,  is  but  one 
Baptifm,  in  thofe  two  Parts  of  it :  That  by  Baptifm 
with  the  Holy  Ghofi  and  with  Fire  is  underftood,  both 
by  the  Baftifi  and  our  Saviour,  that  Baptifm  only  on 
the  Day  of  Pentecoft :  That  it  is  reaionable  to  be- 
lieve from  God's  own  Words,  that  we  are  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Ghofi  in  Baptifm  with  Water :  And 
that,  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  alone,  is  no  Baptifm  at 
all.  Alfb,  I  conceive  it  may  appear  in  this,  that 
the  Baptift  is  indeed  bely'd  by  thefe  Quakers  of  Di- 
fiinttum)  and  no  lefs  abus'd  than  has  been  reprefen- 
ted  -,  whilft  they  lay  their  falfe  and  antichriftian  Do- 
ctrine at  his  Door,  and  father  that  their  Herefy  up- 
on him. . 

Who  is  this  that  darhnth  Counfel  by  Words  without 
Knowledge  ?  Wilt  thou  alfio  difannul  my  Judgment  ?  Wilt 
thou  condemn  me  that  thou  may  ft  be  righteous  f  Job  ix* 
Read  impartially  this  perrecl:  and  upright  Man's 
Cafe:,  who  yet  pretended  not  to  be  a  fin  lefs  Saint-, 
but,  in  the  Provocation  given  by  falfe  Friends  and 
Accufers,  only  juftified  himfelf  too  unadvifedly, 
too  far  -,  as  if  he  had  been  punificd  or  chaftned  more* 
not  lefs  than  his  Iniquity  did  deferve.  Pretended  Sin" 
iejfnefs,  in  the  leaft  Degree  of  it,  condemns  Godj 
difannuls  his  Judgment.  Lay  thine  Hand  upon  thy 
Mouth,  my  Friend,  fo  called.     Saints,  whatever  Qua* 
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hers  be,  are  not  Baftards,  but  Sons.  They  are  not,' 
any  of  them,  without  Chaftifement,  whereof all,  Sons  and 
Saints,  in  this  Life,  are  Partakers,  Heb.  12.  6,  &c. 
God's  Chaftifements  are  for  Sin :  All  Partakers  of 
them  then  are  Sinners  -7  and  confequently  till  Death  : 
For  Death  it  felf  is  Puniihment  -,  and  the  Fore-run- 
ners of  it,  oftentimes  for  many  Years,  Weaknefs, 
Pains,  Aches,  Sorrows,  &c.  Pf.  116.  3.  are  all  Cha~ 
ftifements.  You  quaere,  How  will  they  then  efcape  dying 
in  their  Sins?  Why,  by  dying  penitent,  and  in  the 
Faith.  Dying  with  Sin,  and  dying  in  Sin,  are  two 
things.  Dying  in  Sin,  is  dying  in  it  unrepented  ofj 
as  living  in  it,  is  living  fb.  With  the  Body  Sin  dies 
naturally  ;  as  a  Difeafe  that  brings  it  felf,  in  bring- 
ing the  Body,  to  an  End.  'the  Sting  of  Death  is  Sin* 
It  flings  to  Death,  and  till  Death.  He  that  is  dead 
is  freed  from  Sin  \  by  Death,  that  is  :  Before  he  is 
not  fb.  Death  may  well  be  welcome^  and  defired  ; 
becaufe  it  puts  an  End  to  Sin  :  But  that  any  mould 
take  Encouragement  to  fin  on  till  Death,  becaufe  till 
then  Sin  is  not  wholly  extinguifhed  in  any  ;  is  juft  as 
reafbnable  as  to  fin  on  till  then,  becaufe  then,  to  be 
fure,  they  can  fin  no  longer.  Saints  and  Sinners,  I 
Venture  to  repeat,  are  not  Oppofites.  We  are  fpea- 
king  here  of  Saints  on  Earth,  militant  Saints  :  Now, 
Saints  militant  are  Sinners  repentant :  So  far  as  Sin- 
ners, they  agree  with  Sinners.  Sin  and  Holinefs  are 
Oppofites,  Contraries.  The  States  of  thefe,  in  the 
Simplicity  of  each,  are  fb  alio.  But  none,  on  Earthy 
are  fimple  Saints,  fimply  in  the  State  of  Holinefs  -,  all 
retaining  ever  fomething  in  them  of  Corruption. 
In  all  their  Holinefs  they  are  frill  attack'd  by  Sin,  fub- 
je£t  to  be  deceived  by  it,  and  therefore  fbrrowing 
ever  for  it.  They  are  but  in  the  State  of  Grace. 
Kow  holy  Penitents  in  the  State  of  Grace,  are  frails 
Men  in  a  fmful  Nature.  And  if  there  be  Sinners  that 
are  /imply  fuch,  in  the  fimple  State  of  Sin,  that  alters 
not  the  Cafe.    All  Saints  have  fomething  in  them  of 
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the  Sinner,  though  fbme  Sinners  have  nothing 
of  the  Saint.  Grace  is  not  fo  renew  the  Nature, 
but  the  Lift,  Rom.  vi.  4.  vii.  6.  the  Mind,  Eph. 
iv.  2,  3.  Sin  cannot  be  changed  into  San&ity  - 
but  rauft  be  wholly  done  away  to  make  room 
for  it  :  So  Nature  muft  it  felf,  with  the  finful 
Body,  even  be  diflblved,  to  make  way  for  a  new 
and  finlefs  one :  For  this,  He  will  change  our  vile 
Body,  even  in  the  Fafhion  of  it,  that  it  may  be  fa- 
fliioned  like  unto  his  glorious  Body ',  Phil.  3.  21.  Well, 
'tis  you  then  that  confound  the  different  States, 
and  are  confounded  by  them:  Nay,  but  Quakers 
not  content  barely  to  confound,  go  on  utterly  to 
overthrow  in  this  Behalf:  They  overthrow  the  State  of 
Grace-,  throw  it  out.  Only  poor  Sinners  wane  a 
Mediator,  ftand  in  need  of  Mercy,  of  continual  Re- 
pentance, of  dying  to  Sin,  crucifying  the  old  Man, 
of  new  Life,  of  growing  in  Grace,  in  Faith,  in 
Know  ledge,  in  Holinefs,#r.  the/0  called,  finlefs  Saints, 
as  fuch,  have  done  with,  and  ended  this  State  \  quit- 
ted it  -,  are  got  out  of  it  •,  above  it  \  unworthy  of 
them^  and  inconfiftent  with  them  in  their  pretended 
Saint fhip,  and  Perfetlion  of  Holinefs  j  now  either  in 
ibme  nappier  unheard-of  intermediate  State,  or 
attually  and  meritorioufly  in  the  State  it  felf  of  Glory. 
O  blefTed  Mediator  !  God  of  Patience !  How  ought  we 
to  confider  and  admire  him  that  endured,  and  doth  ftill 
endure,  fuch  Contradiction  of  Sinners  againfi  himfelf !  In- 
deed, a  Saint  of  a  Quaker  is  a  Contradiction  it  felf, 
lb  called  •,  to  wit,  a  profefs'd  open,  bare-fae'd  Hy- 
pocrite. 

We  are  not  ajliamed,  yet  you  fay  now,  of  the  Gofpel — 
and  of  Chriflianity  profeffed  and  preached  among  us  Qua- 
kers, i.  e.  among  us  only,  and  none  but  us,  &c.  So, 
I,  We  prof efs  true  and  living  Faith  in  God i.e.  Qua- 
kers Faith.  2.  That  to  be  guided  by  his  Holy  Spirit,  i.  e. 
by  that  within,  as  Quakers  are  (fee  the  long  Let- 
ter) and  to  bring  forth  the  Fruits  thereof,  i.  e.  Quakers 
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Fruits,  ought  to  be  our,  and  all  Metis  VraBice,  &c.  for 
which  all  muft  turn  Quakers.  This  is  the  very  Senfe 
of  this  fair  Confejfion  and  Profeffion.  It  is  another  Go- 
fpel,  and  Chriftianity,  that  you  are  not  aihamed  of} 
another  Faith  that  you  profefs,  and  Spirit  that  you 
are  guided  by.  The  true  Gofpel,  as  preach'd  by 
Chrift,  thole  effential  Parts  of  it,  Baptifm  and  the 
Lord's  Supper,  the  many  Scriptures  on  which  they  are 
eftablifhed,  the  true  Faith,  the  true  Spirit  of  Chrift, 
Chrift  himfelf,  you  are  afhamed  of :  And  of  you 
fhall  he  be  ajhamed,  when  he  corneth  in  the  Glory  of  his 
Father,  Mark  8.  38.    Luke  9.  36. 

For  the  ten  Articles,  the  2d,  5  th,  and  9th  are  al- 
ready pleaded  to  ;  and  a  couple  more  I  have  a 
Word  or  two  referved  for.  The  reft  I  chufe  to 
leave  remaining  in  their  Strength,  after  only  one 
learned,  hard,  but  withal  vain,  Word  expounded, 
viz..  Antinomianifm.  This  is,  I  find  at  laft,  not  Trea- 
fon,  but  a  Complication  of  Herepes  ,  one  of  which 
is  this,  That  God's  Children  cannot  fin :  Quakers  Herefy, 
expofed  and  oppqfed  by  me,  and  by  my  Friend  in 
both  his  Letters  obftinately  maintained. 

Art.  7.  Scorn  and  Contempt  of  finful  (I  omit  ridi- 
culous) Principles,  as  pretended (inlefs  Nature,  &c.  in 
Quakers,  is  no  Argument  of  Jnfincerity  and  Hypocrify 
in  praying  for  them.  \t\s  fincere  to  treat  them  as 
they  are,  hypocritical  to  dilTemble  with  them  or  efteem 
them,  and  unchriftian  uot  to  let  them  have  our 
Prayers.  In  their  proterve  determin'd  Obftinacy, 
the  moft,  I  might  fay  all,  that  can  be  done  for  their 
Relief,  is  to  fcorn,  contemn,  zndpr/iy  for  them. 

Art.  10.  Here  we  areprefented  with  Falflmd  fe- 
veral  Ways.  It  has  been  pointed  at  already  *,  but 
the  Reiteration  of  this  Offence  puts  me  upon  letting 
it  now  more  viiibly  before  the  Eye.  1 .  Tis  fa  lie 
then,  that  my  Invetlives  againft  that  within  are  for  the 
Reafon  here  given.  It  is  plain  from  my  Letter  that 
they  are  for  that,  Quakers  pretend  by  that  within  to 

K  2  extraor- 
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extraordinary,  fupernal,  fudden,  immediate  Illumi- 
nation, and  Infpiration,  to  Infallibility  in  their  Raveries 
and  Do£rrines,  to  divine  Raptures,  Trances,  Ecfiafies,  &c. 
to  the  Holy  Ghost  perceptible,  and  difcoverable  in 
them  by  the  natural  Senfes,  Seeing,  Hearing,  Fee- 
ling, &c.  For  thefe  and  other  like  Extravagancies, 
for  Herefy,  Blafphemy,  for  throwing  out  our  Sa- 
viour's Ordinances  by  the  Spirit  in  them,  &c  it  is  I 
have  declared,  and  do  declare,  that  their  that  within 
is  not  the  HolyGhoB,  but  the  Devil  in  them.  2.  Tis 
falfe  that  they  do  confefs  the  Light  and  Spirit  of 
Chrift  in  Man.  Man  cannot  be  retrained  to  Quakers 
only  :  And  they  do  not  confefs  the  Spirit  of  Chriit, 
as  that "within,  to  be  in  any  but  themfelves.  3.  There 
is  Falfhood  and  Lye  in  covering  and  hiding  that  with- 
in, under  the  innocent  and  allowable  Terms  of  the 
Light  and  Spirit  of  Chrift.  Quakers  know  that  all 
Chriflians  acknowledge  this  Light  as  the  Light  of  Men-, 
and  this  Spirit  in  the  fecret  bleffed  Influences  and 
Graces,  Operations  and  Workings,  Afliftances  and 
Preventions, Comforts  andBleflings  of  it.  Hence  my 
friend,  in  his  very  fetting  forth,  asks,  And  U  not  this 
in  it  felf ^  mark,  in  it  felf,  found  and  fcriptural  DoBrine? 
-No  doubt  on't  *,  it  is  fo*/z  it  felf :  But  then,  by  this 
Means  he  flily  infinuates  what  this  is  not  in  it  felf ,  that 
this  Spirit,  and  their  that  within  is  the  fame  thing  -, 
that  to  allow  one  is  to  allow  the  other  •,  and  that 
the  fo  called  believe,  hold  and  preach  no  other  wile 
than  according  to  this  in  it  felf  found  and  fcriptural  Do- 
Urine.  Deceit,  Falmobd,  Lie  !  And  indeed  for  Ly- 
ing, the  dreadfulleft  fort  of  it  efpediatly jffiritud  Ly- 
ing, Quakers  are  the  true  Children  of  their  own  Father, 
the  Father  of  it.  Nor  doth  the  late  Aftr s  Condefceh- 
iion  to  their  weak  Conferences  credit  them  for  Truth  in 
any  thing.  A  weak  Conference  is  an  ailing,  fick,  diftem- 
perM,  unfound,  unwholfom  Conscience,  that  wants 
to  be  fetto  Rights,  to  be  better  in forrnd, better  taught, 
1 aught ,  in  fome,  as  the  Men  of  Suchtlfs,  Judg.  8.  itf. 

Another 
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Another  Parliament,  perhaps,  may  take  it  for  a 
plaguy  weak,  a.  fear  d,  hot-Iron-Con fcience.  No  Parlia- 
ment can  be  fb  weak  themfelves,  as  to  judge  the 
Truth  pretended  to  by  thefe  Men,  to  be  more  un- 
doubted than  their  own  ;  that  the  Peers,  the  whole 
Nobility,  the  Prelacy,  Clergy,  Gentry  and  Commonalty, 
together,  fhould  be  of  lefs  Veracity  than  empty  ly- 
ing Quakers. 

For  Conclufion  I  am  counfelled,  and  threatened 
alfo,  to  call  my  printed  Letter  in  again  }  though  pub- 
liihed  fomething  for  the  Satisfaction  of  my  Friend 
fb  called,  to  do  him  Juftice,  according  to  his  own 
teeming  fond  Defire.  I  freely  own  before-hand,  my 
Folly  in  it*,  and, in  my  Privacy,  amidft  all  the Mean- 
nefs  of  Abilities  which  might,  not  a  little,  ihelter 
me,  begin  already  alfb  to  be  afhamed.  And,  indeed, 
fuch  is  the  Perverfenefs,  Obftinacy,  Self-conceit, 
groundlels  Pride,  Vanity,  Prefumption,  &c.  and 
withal  grofs  Ignorance,  and  even  Nonfenfe  of  this 
deluded  People,  that  all  the  Learned,  whatfoever,  of 
the  Nation  are,  now  long  fince,  become  utterly  a- 
ihamed  in  this  Nature  to  exchange  a  Word  with 
them.  However,  I  refblve  to  let  my  Letter  take  its 
Courfe  now,  and  the  Reply  with  it,  together  with 
this  fince  occaiioned  Reprehenfion  of  malicious  Er- 
ror and  Abuie  :  And  may  God  accompany  it  with 
Blefling  and  good  Succefs,  in  thechriftian  Ends  and 
righteous  Purpofes  thereof. 

By  your  Poftcript  and  Exordium  both,  you  feem  dan- 
gerously, as  well  as  idly,  to  have  put  your  felf  into 
a  Sweat.  Friend  of  mine,  confalt  your  Health  : 
Perplex  your  feJf  about  your  felf,  about  the  Souls 
you  are  a  friend  to,  about  your  no  Church,  the  Syna- 
gogue of  Satan  you  are  of.  Labour  to  difcover  the 
dangerous  Condition  you  are  in.  Help  your  felf 
in  this  by  my  long  Letter,  by  the  Reply,  by  this  Re- 
proof before  your  Eyes.  Learn  therein  at  Jeaft  to 
know  your  fefves :  And  abhor  your  [elves  •,  repent  in 
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Duft  and  jlfhes.  Churchman,  as  it  ftands  oppofed,  is  of 
as  determined,  known  and  allowed  a  Signification  as 
Quaker  is.  It  is  not  Churchman  fo  called.  You  de- 
ny your  Name,  without  diftinguifhing  your  felves 
by  any  •,  unlefs  by  fo  called  you  mean  defervedly  fo 
called  ;  not  from  working  out  your  Salvation  with  Fear 
and  tremblings  for  that  is  contradicted  by  finlefs  Satnt- 
Jhip,  which  is  out  of  Fear,  and  unfubjetted  to  quaking 
or  trembling  •,  but  from  the  quaking  of  that  withm.  The 
Devil  is  himfelf  a  Quaker,  a  noted  one  :  Noted  Qua- 
kers all  the  Devils  are  :  They  believe  and  tremble.  I 
hope  this  is  not  faid  without  Diftinftion.  Weil,  keep 
your  Name  then  ;  and  let  it  henceforth  be  Quakers 
defervedly  fo  called.  The  Lord  purge  your  pharifai- 
cal  leavened  Souls  of  their  unexampled  abominable 
Hyfocrify,  humble  your  unfufferably  proud  Hearts, 
and  enable  you  to  overcome  your  felves,  with  your 
that  within  ;  fo  to  overcome,  that  he  may  write  upon 
you,  at  laft,  his  new  'Name.
